the Killers. Festival organizers announced that in 
the wake of the Las Vegas music festival massa¬ 
cre, they would offer refunds to ticket buyers who 
no longer wish to attend. 


On Sunday afternoon, in the midst of 
other work, I posted to Twitter and Facebook 
the latest summary statistics from the Gun 
Violence Archive (www.gunviolencearchive. 
org), the nonprofit effort to 
collect nationwide, “near- 
real time” data on gun vio¬ 
lence. As of Oct. 1, summa¬ 
rizing the first nine months 
of 2017, the GVA listed 
11,572 U.S. gun deaths; 

23,365 gun injuries, 271 
mass shootings, 1,508 unin¬ 
tentional shootings, and 
2,971 kids/teens shot. 

Needless to say, those 
summary statistics were 
immediately out of date. The next morning 
I woke to learn of the Las Vegas massacre, 
for which the growing numbers continue to 
be added to the GVA’s database. As of 


Wednesday morning, Oct. 4, the new num¬ 
bers read: 11,718 deaths, 23,767 injuries, 273 
mass shootings (four or more people killed 
or injured), 1,518 unintentional shootings, 
2,991 kids/teens shot. If you 
dig a little further (“last 72 
hours”) into the accumulat¬ 
ing statistics, you’ll find the 
still incomplete Las Vegas 
casualties: 59 dead, 241 con¬ 
firmed injured. You’ll also 
find more than 200 addition¬ 
al shooting incidents, all in 
the previous 72 hours. I only 
counted a couple (one in 
Kansas, another in Florida) 
that qualify as “mass shoot¬ 
ings,” but it’s frankly difficult to keep track. 

I certainly can’t claim any prescience in 
happening to post those numbers a few 
hours in advance of what is now commonly 


described as “the worst mass shooting in 
modern U.S. history.” (For reasons you can 
surmise, we don’t count the 1968 My Lai 
massacre, where more than 500 unarmed 
Vietnamese were slaughtered by U.S. 
armed forces, and we’ve also erased the 
genocide against countless Native Amer¬ 
icans as no longer “modern.”) In this space, 
I’ve returned to the Archive periodically to 
provide a more precise sense of the scale 
and range of U.S. gun violence, and I didn’t 
anticipate writing another column about it, 
just now Then I woke up Monday morning 
and turned on the news. 

The Truth of the Natter 

In the last few days, there have been 
reams of commentary on the subject, with 
everybody chiming in on all sides. I can’t 
pretend to add much that is new to the end-

less, fruitless discussion. Here’s a couple of 
useful nuggets that I’ve gathered on the 
way: “We need to decide, once and for all, 
that the Second Amendment matters but it 
does not mean that ordinary people should 
potentially have access to automatic weap¬ 
ons or devices that allow semiautomatic 
weapons to fire more rapidly We need to 
take the stand that the police and the mili¬ 
tary are the only people who need that 
kind of firepower” (Roxane Gay, The New 
York Times). 

“But we know this particular hope 
means little, that action to prevent gun 
violence is far from forthcoming. If it 
didn’t happen after Sandy Hook - where a 
gunman killed 20 children - or the Pulse 
nightclub shooting in Orlando - where 49 
victims lost their lives - then it isn’t hap¬ 
pening after Las Vegas. Which gets to the 
truth of the matter. 

“As long as the Republican Party is fully 
committed to its vision of an armed society 
- a ruling party gripped by the power of the 
gun lobby and unmoved by the routine 
massacres that mark American life - there 
are few options in the realm of legislation” 
(Jamelle Bouie, Slate). 

I can’t add much to those two observa¬ 
tions, except that the answer to the ongo¬ 
ing epidemic can’t be “nothing.” As Gay 
writes, there are things that could be done 
to lessen the likelihood of similar massa¬ 
cres, as well as to address the daily, ongo¬ 
ing drip, drip, drip of gun homicides. But 
as Bouie argues, that doesn’t mean that, 
under our current political circumstances, 
any of those things will be done. 

A Long Road 

It’s not yet clear what might have moti¬ 
vated this latest murderer, although it’s 
unlikely to be complicated. A man angry at 
the world for some real or imaginary disap¬ 
pointments - things common to all of us - 
but with plenty of money and ready access 
to multiple military-style weapons, decides 
to end it all in a blaze of carnage, attacking 
a large crowd from above precisely because 
they provide helpless targets. The scale is 
large - but it’s nothing we haven’t seen 
before, from slaughtered families to party- 
goers to schoolchildren. 

As I’ve written previously, with more 
guns than people in the U.S., and a com¬ 
mon, popular culture reflexively commit¬ 
ted and accustomed to violence as inevita¬ 
ble, it will certainly take more than a few 
years and new laws to stem the bloody tide. 
Commonsense laws such as universal 
background checks, to restrict weapons of 
war and the accumulation of civilian arse¬ 
nals, efforts to prevent criminals or the 
mentally ill from acquiring guns - all of 
these things are necessary, and the strug¬ 
gle to achieve them must continue. 

Just as necessary - foundational - would 
be a cultural sea-change in our common 
attitudes toward violence, retribution, war, 
and peace. In the shadow of this latest 
American outrage, I have no idea if any of 
that is even possible. ■ 


Deciphering the Code 


CodeNEXT QUESTIONS PILE 

At a trio of meetings this week, city commis¬ 
sioners and council members tried to figure out 
where we stand in the process of rewriting the 
city’s land development code, and one striking 
thing was that all three meetings ended with 
members hurriedly listing off portions of their 
long lists of questions and suggestions that 
hadn’t been addressed by the staff, or in the 
current draft code, CodeNEXT 2.0. 

The Zoning and Platting Commission 
went first: In a quick session at the end of 
their regular Tuesday meeting, most of the 
commissioners shared specific suggestions 
for changes they’d like to see in a next draft, 
but in the end they passed a resolution unan¬ 
imously, saying that draft three needs to be a 
pretty major overhaul, at its core: “The Zoning 
and Platting Commission finds that the 
CodeNEXT draft proposes far too many zoning 
categories. We also find that the zones lack 
the progression in both sizes 
and uses that we would 
expect to see in a well-orga¬ 
nized code. We want to see a 
consistent, user friendly, sim¬ 
plified code with cumulative 
zoning. In addition, we ask 
that our previous recommen¬ 
dations and requests be con¬ 
sidered and responded to.” 

In the interest of expediency, 

ZAP tabled a more specific and 
complicated resolution that essentially detailed 
some of those “previous recommendations 
and requests”: asking for a red-line version 
noting the changes from the first draft, an inter¬ 
active map which could show each zone and 
where it is applied citywide, mapping of local¬ 
ized and creek flooding, answers to the League 
of Women Voters’ comments on public process 
and transparency, and reports from the Citizens 
Advisory Group and others, reporting where 
their recommendations on the first draft were 
or were not incorporated. In addition, commis-

sioners noted, as many others have, that there 
are lots of plain errors, large and small, that 
indicate a very unfinished product. 

That meeting rolled right into a joint ZAP/ 
Planning Commission meeting, which start¬ 
ed, like the Council meeting the next morning, 
with consultant John Fregonese repeating his 
housing capacity presentation for the fourth 
time. The highlight was his tantalizing teaser 
on affordable housing: “If you ask the ques¬ 
tion, ‘Can we get more?’ ... with a number of 
programs that have been talked about, you 
could get a lot more. Do you want to see how? 
I wish you would ask, and maybe we could do 
that. ... If you’re interested in more affordable 
housing, that’s an option that we could follow.” 
But of course, that involves initiatives, and 
likely funding, that are outside of the scope of 
CodeNEXT, so it was agreed that would have 
to be tabled for now (though not before the 
Density Bonus Program 
came in for some frustrated 
words from irascible ZAP Vice 
Chair Jim Duncan; see “Quote 
of the Week,” p.12). In the end, 
only about half the commission¬ 
ers got a chance to get their 
questions and comments in, 
and the meeting disintegrated 
among questions about how 
and to whom further input 
should be directed. 

In a twist of brutally fitting irony, the com¬ 
missions’ final recommendations are due on 
Halloween night. Trick or treat? 

The City Council briefing Wednesday 
morning unfolded in largely the same way, 
with second-run presentations and follow-up 
questions taking up the bulk of the session. 

Predictably, the Council had to punt their 
discussion on the section of the code that 
governs administration and procedures yet 
again, even though that’s an area that every¬ 
one agrees needs a lot of work, and that 


could be discussed independently of the 
thorny questions about specific zones and 
properties. Kathie Tovo finished the session 
by noting that she still has 15 pages of ques¬ 
tions - many of them repeating things asked 
previously - that she hasn’t gotten a chance 
to ask, let alone get answered, let alone have 
time to consider those answers, and perhaps 
make suggestions based on them, before 
staff goes into their cone of silence to pre¬ 
pare the third and putatively final draft. 

So, now what? Repeatedly, staff - and 
especially the consultants - have emphasized 
the concept of “levers” that they can push, to 
allow more or less density, or affordable 
housing incentives, or compatibility stan¬ 
dards. But they’ve done little to explain where 
those levers can be tweaked, and what trade¬ 
offs are involved in using them. 

With this latest draft released three weeks 
ago, staff has just now defined the tools and 
the language in which city planning policy is to 
be carried out (and there’s not even full consen¬ 
sus on that, yet). And they have not yet begun 
the scenario testing with those tools that 
should inform those policy decisions. Everyone 
involved is still talking about “other scenarios 
that people want to see,” as PC Chair Stephen 
Oliver put it, but where in the schedule is there 
time for that sort of scenario testing? 

Meanwhile, ZAP has made it fairly clear 
that they’re looking for a fairly substantial 
rewrite. But there won’t be time - with only 
one more joint ZAP/PC meeting scheduled 
before the input deadline - to discuss what 
those changes should be. So in best 
CodeNEXT tradition, the next (and final?) 
draft will be drafted in a black box, without 
clear policy direction from commissions or 
Council, or accounting of how previous feed¬ 
back has been addressed - and on the cur¬ 
rent timetable it’ll be back next month, with 
many of those questions unanswered, and 
most of those policy decisions not yet made. 

Please, please, please, folks - don’t let 
that be the way this once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity goes. ■

CURFEW NO MORE 

No one at last Thursday’s City Council meeting testified 
in support of the juvenile curfew (targeted by youth 
advocacy groups), and after Council’s “denial” of an 
extension, the ordinance duly expired Oct. 1. An interesting 
detail was a reversal by interim Austin Police Department 
Chief Brian Manley. Initially opposed to ending the 
curfew - he had called it a “useful tool” in dealing with 
unsupervised adolescents at night during a Council 
hearing in June - Manley said Thursday that he had 
reviewed the recent history and determined that officers’ 
few uses of curfew violations were neither germane nor 
necessary for law enforcement. He said APD would 
continue to monitor those outcomes, and the work group 
will consider better alternatives. - Michael King 

STRONGHEARTS IN TEXAS 

StrongHearts Native Helpline is now available to Texas 
residents. The hotline, designed to serve Native American 
survivors of intimate partner violence, has been moving 
toward national expansion since its launch on March 6. 
According to the National Institute of Justice, Native 
Americans are twice as likely to be raped and five times 
more likely to be victims of homicide than individuals from 
any other race, yet culturally sensitive resources for these 
communities remain scarce. Native Americans in Texas 
carry just as appalling numbers: A newly released Violence 
Policy Center study of data from 2015 ranks the state ninth 
in the nation for the number of women murdered by men, 
at a rate of 1.54 per 100,000 people, and this is the 
second year in a row Texas has found itself in the top 10. 
StrongHearts is currently taking calls (1-844-7NATIVE), 
Monday through Friday from 9am-5:30pm. After-hours 
callers can opt for transfer to the National Domestic 
Violence Hotline. - Sarah Marloff 

NORNL OPENS FUNDRAISING ARM 

The marijuana policy reform advocates at Texas NORML 
announced on Monday the creation of Foundation for an 
Informed Texas, a 501(c)3 sister organization, a not-so- 
subtle effort at boosting fundraising. (Texas NORML is rec¬ 
ognized by the IRS as being a 501(c)4 organization, which 
allows them to lobby at the Capitol but prevents the 
acceptance of tax-deductible donations.) The group 
intends to deploy educational programs under the FIT 
umbrella, which hopefully will see increased funding 
through grants and the aforementioned donations. Texas 
NORML Executive Director Jax Finkel will serve as FIT’S 
executive director; she’s already assembled a four-person 
board of directors. - Chase Hoffberger 



R.I.P. GARY CHRISTENBERRY 

Austin Police continue to grieve the loss of 
Sgt. Gary Christenberry this week. The long¬ 
time cop passed away on Friday, Sept. 29, due 
to complications from severe burns he sustained 
on his property on Sept. 12. Christenberry was 
burning brush in his yard when his clothes 
caught fire. A container of gasoline he’d been 
holding at the time helped spread the flames 
across more than a quarter of his body. 

Christenberry would have celebrated 25 years 
with the department in January. He was com¬ 
missioned in July 1993, promoted to corporal in 
January 2002, and then again to sergeant in July 
2008. His colleagues remember him as a leader, 
mentor, and a guy who worked tough shifts 
without complaint. “He had a servant’s heart, 
and he was a community leader - specifically a 
leader with our department. And we’ll miss him 
so much,” said Ken Casaday, a friend, and the 
president of the Austin Police Association. Police 
Chief Brian Manley said in a statement issued 
on the day of his death that “Gary will be 
remembered as the hero he was to many.” 

Christenberry’s family has already raised 
more than $16,000 to help pay for outstanding 
medical bills, and Chelsea Paige Roberts, one of 
his daughters, wrote that the family plans to 
keep the fund open. Casaday said that sworn 
officers will deduct $25 each from their pay- 
checks next pay period to deliver to the family 
in a lump sum. - Nina Hernandez 
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Wanted: City Manager 

THE SEARCH CONTINUES, WHETHER THE PUBLIC 
KNOWS ABOUT IT OR NOT 


At Tuesday morning’s work session, City 
Council received a brief update on the 
ongoing search for Austin’s next permanent 
city manager. Steve Newton, of the Russell 
Reynolds consultant firm tasked with the 
preliminary outreach, told council mem¬ 
bers that the search is “proceeding very 
well,” and that he expects to present the 
dais with six to eight 
candidates to review 
and interview in the 
next few weeks - 
accordingly, city 
staff will adjust the 
late October/early 
November Council 
schedule to accom¬ 
modate the inter¬ 
views. 

As the search has 
been designed, coun¬ 
cil members will 
consult on the first 
round of candidates, 
and select a smaller 
group of finalists for 
a second round of 
interviews (and pos¬ 
sibly public meet¬ 
ings) later in Novem¬ 
ber. Council is hop¬ 
ing to name a new 
city manager to suc¬ 
ceed interim City Manager Elaine Hart (not 
herself a candidate) and predecessor Marc 
Ott, before the end of 2017. 

Meanwhile, Newton told the Chronicle 
earlier this week that his firm’s outreach 
has reflected that “Austin’s brand is strong.” 

“We’re speaking to and assessing a broad 
list of candidates,” he said. “For those who 
are open to making a move, [the Austin 
position] is considered to be very attractive. 


It presents a combination of a city with a 
great quality of life, but one with challenges 
that the candidates say they are eager to 
tackle. We’ve been very encouraged by the 
quality and diversity of our candidates.” 

During preparations for the search, there 
was debate on the Council and among advo¬ 
cates, primarily over two issues: 1) whether 
public sector or pri¬ 
vate sector experi¬ 
ence would be given 
priority; and 2) 
whether the candi¬ 
dates, particularly 
the finalists, would 
be asked to meet 
with the public prior 
to the Council 
appointment. 
Council eventually 
directed the search¬ 
ers to “cast their nets 
wide,” although 
some members indi¬ 
cated they would be 
wary of any candi¬ 
date without some 
public sector experi¬ 
ence. Council has 
yet to decide wheth¬ 
er there will be a 
final “public round.” 
The consultants had 
advised Council that too much openness 
would cause some qualified candidates to 
pass on applying, for fear of risking or 
clouding their current positions. 

“The first round is confidential,” said 
Newton. “After that, it’s up to City Council 
to determine.” Newton praised the work of 
the appointed City Manager Search Advis¬ 
ory Task Force, which met for several 
months in order to draft a profile on which 


to base the search - adopted by Council, 
with minor amendments, in August. Newton 
said that “in all likelihood, those candidates 
who move forward will have had some level 
of public service experience - or at least, 
none are going to be neophytes when it 
comes to the public sector.” 

Laura Huffman, Texas director of the 
Nature Conservancy and herself a former 
assistant city manager, chaired the task 
force. She said she was pleased with the 
extent and range of community feedback, 
and said the group concluded that the can¬ 
didates’ specific public sector background 
would be less important than their “experi¬ 
ence at managing truly complex opera¬ 
tions,” and their “demonstrated ability to 
create a positive culture, a management 
structure, with accountability a strong fac¬ 
tor - accountability for strong performance 
and accountability for poor performance.” 
Huffman noted the large number of current 
vacancies among the city’s senior manage¬ 
ment, saying, “This selection is one of the

most important decisions made by City 
Council, in order to establish the new face 
of city management, as well as a good work¬ 
ing relationship between the current 
Council and city staff.” 

Among the “key competencies” described 
in the candidate profile is that “the next 
City Manager must be a leader who embod¬ 
ies the spirit of public service, embraces 
inclusiveness, and displays deep compas¬ 
sion for those in need.” Although council 
members generally praised Ott for his exec¬ 
utive proficiency and managerial leader¬ 
ship, they were less enthusiastic about his 
minimal collaboration with the elected dais, 
and their amendments to the draft profile 
suggested they want to see more public 
cooperation from the next city manager. 
Among other things, the profile mentions 
one major, multiform priority: “In particu¬ 
lar, the rapid growth of the city has bur¬ 
dened housing, transportation, infrastruc¬ 
ture, affordability, and equity, in ways that a 
new innovative approach will seek to solve.” 


After last week’s marathon session, City Council will welcome a lighter workload today, Oct. 5 - indeed today’s 
agenda plus next week’s together won’t approach the grind they worked through Sept. 28. None of the contract 
Items appear particularly contentious, and while there are always land mines hidden in the underbrush, the dozen 
or so zoning cases look mostly noncontroversial. But it wouldn’t be a Council meeting without a few headline 
Items, and this week several of those are council-member sponsored: 

• Zimmerman’s Shadow: Former Council Member Don Zimmerman sued the city over its time limit on Council 
campaign fundraising - six months to solicit contributions. He won that one (other aspects of the suit remain on 
appeal), and today Council considers a revised version (Item 29) that extends the period to one year, with other 
amendments. (Nothing in the draft ordinance addresses Austin’s $350 individual contribution limit.) 

• Farewell to Slave Masters: Council has already moved to eliminate some local recognitions of Lost Cause 
“heroes,” and this resolution (Item 31) would initiate a more systematic effort “condemning the display of monu¬ 
ments and memorials of the Confederacy.” The resolution directs staff to identify all such memorials and provide a 
plan for replacement (or any necessary educational preservation). 

• Not Just Columbus: In somewhat the same vein, Item 32 would declare the second Monday in October “Indigen¬ 
ous Peoples’ Day,” joining a nationwide movement to redefine the “discovery” of America in 1492 as “the begin¬ 
ning of the colonization of indigenous people that forever changed their identity, cultures and achievements.” 

• Stop the Wall: Another resolution (Item 34) would update the city’s federal legislative lobbying agenda to 1) 
support comprehensive immigration reform; 2) oppose any additional border wall; 3) oppose further militarization 
of the border and anti-immigrant expansion of private prisons. 

• Proclamations and Music It’s University High School Day, National Code Month, and Dyslexia Awareness Month. 

The musical honoree is diminutive prodigy Mia “Boom, Boom, Boom!” Garcia, and even Gov. Greg Abbott is 
anticipated to drop by. - M.K. 



TO SUCCEED ME AS 
CITY MANAGER 


"Help Us Get This Right” 

CodeNEXT appears stuck between a rock and a hard 
place. City staff and code consultants insist draft two 
improves upon the first version of the land use code rewrite - 
and, more importantly, is not a final product. Yet the majority 
of advocacy groups and relevant city commissions are waf¬ 
fling between concern and anger. Waffling or not, draft recom¬ 
mendations from the city’s land use commissions are still 
due Oct. 31, just barely more than three weeks away. 

Neighborhood preservationists aligned as Community Not 
Commodity have been busy unpacking the draft, and held a 
rescheduled press conference on Sept. 28 to deride CodeNEXT 
V.2 as worse than the first - “a severe threat to existing mid¬ 
dle class and low-income residents,” said its spokesperson 
Mike Lavigne. The group argues that the latest draft pro¬ 
motes demolition by “creating opportunities for higher profit 
margins and increasing the incentive to raze existing, more 
affordable housing.” Meanwhile, urbanist group AURA has 
reiterated longstanding concerns that the current proposals 


don’t go far enough toward creating “new housing stock in the 
central city,” which they argue would make Austin more afford¬ 
able. AURA is pushing for the code to help construct “at least 
150,000 new homes” in District 9 within the next decade. 

The group did applaud the addition of ADUs in more areas 
and the proposed conversion of current commercial-only dis¬ 
tricts to mixed-use to allow housing in more areas of the city. 

CodeNEXT staff have been just as busy. On Monday, Oct. 2, 
they hosted the second draft’s first community open house, 
with approximately 50 residents attending. Staffer Jerry 
Rusthoven addressed fears regarding gentrification and dis¬ 
placement, calling both serious issues in the community that 
can’t “be fixed solely by a land development code.” (It was 
also noted there that the max ADU square footage, proposed 
in the new draft, is 1,100 - not 1,150, which we previously 
reported based on a typo within the draft.) 

On Tuesday, before the city’s land use commissions, map¬ 
ping consultant John Fregonese, ECONorthwest’s Lorelei 


Juntunen, and Neighborhood Housing and Community 
Development Department staffer Erica Leek addressed rede¬ 
velopment and the proposed density bonus program. 

Juntunen said draft two opens the door for 5,000 more 
income-restricted units through the additional acreage eligible 
for the expanded Density Bonus Program (only 1,200 could 
be built under the current program), though she warned that’s 
not a forecast of what developers will necessarily choose to 
build. Leek once again noted that these incentives are “one 
of many tools necessary to achieve the city’s housing blue¬ 
print goal,” and reiterated that inclusionary zoning (which can 
mandate affordable housing) is currently illegal in Texas. 

In the coming week, CodeNEXT staff will hold open hous¬ 
es at Crockett High School (Mon., Oct. 9, 6-8pm) and 
Hart Elementary (Wed., Oct. 11, 6-8pm, with language ser¬ 
vices available in Vietnamese, Spanish, Arabic, and Manda¬ 
rin), and the Zoning and Platting Commission will host a 
public listening session at the Asian American Resource 
Center at 10am on Sat., Oct. 14. CodeNEXT staffer Jorge 
Rousselin called these meetings an “invitation to you to 
help us get this right.” - Sarah Marloff 
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Terrell Blodgett, professor emeritus of 
urban management at the LBJ School, has 
been a persistent skeptic of the city’s search 
process, in particular pointing out that 
Russell Reynolds “has no experience” in 
searching for a city manager. Blodgett 
repeatedly advocated to the task force and 
the Council that they prioritize candidates 
with strong public sector experience, and 
that they include the public in final candi¬ 
date review. Blodgett said he has consulted 
with other cities in similar searches, and 
that it’s customary to include the public in 
the final selection. Dallas, Fort Worth, and 
Amarillo have all recently hired new city 
managers, he said, and “they all made the 
short list of finalists available to the public, 
and included public appearances.” 

As things stand, Huffman said, candi¬ 
dates will be expected to meet privately 
with the task force, who will report to the 
CMs who appointed them. She said the 
group was split on the importance of fully 
public meetings, with the consensus lean¬ 
ing toward “the smaller group charged with 
understanding the broad public sentiment 
- members felt that might be a more mean¬ 
ingful conversation with the candidates.” 

Blodgett is not convinced. “The public 
ought to have a shot, as they have in these 
other cities and as is common practice,” he 
said. “The media should try to get the 
names, so as not to be caught at the end 
with one name, which I think the public is 
going to resent.” - Michael King

PROPOSED SPORTS COMPLEX THREATENS DARK SKIES IN RIVER HILLS 



A westside sports park project seven years in the making 
is facing a new wave of resistance from a nearby neighbor¬ 
hood wishing to protect its low-light, star-filled sky The 
12 Fields Foundation, a partnership of West Lake youth 
sports leagues, has been working since 2010 to secure a site 
to build facilities for local games and tournaments. On June 
2 through their agent, KBGE Engineering, the foundation 
submitted a site plan for four sports fields and a building at 
1100 River Hills Road, which is awaiting further update, 
according to city records. 


But the nearby River Hills Neighborhood Association has 
been busy trying to stop the complex, fearing that it would 
“undoubtedly bring unprecedented light trespass and light 
pollution” to the wealthy neighborhood, which hugs the 
south side of Lake Austin’s river bend opposite Emma Long 
Metropolitan Park and Shepherd Mountain. In August, the 
neighborhood was identified by the International Dark-Sky 
Association as a Dark Sky Friendly Development of 
Distinction, the result of a two-year community effort of 
outreach and advocacy on behalf of the undiluted clarity 


found in the area’s night skies. That pristine quality will be 
under threat by the bright lights of the planned sports fields, 
which RHNA secretary Suzy Silberman predicted would 
permeate over 20 square miles because of the development’s 
proposed position atop a hill (that’s to be flattened). 

Together with Lauren Ross, an environmental advocate 
and engineer, Silberman has spent the past month lobbying 
the city’s Zoning and Platting and Environmental commis¬ 
sions, as well as the Parks & Recreation Board, to be cau¬ 
tious with the development. 

Mike Dealy, 12 Fields’ executive director, thinks the 
RHNA’s concerns are overly pessimistic. The organization 
has already made plans to contract light fixtures from 
Musco Lighting, the Round Rock company whose client 
list includes the Statue of Liberty and Mount Rushmore 
National Memorial, whose installation in 2015 famously 
reduced light pollution throughout the Black Hills. 12 
Fields has also signed an agreement with nearby homeown¬ 
ers to turn the field lights off at 8:30pm (with a few excep¬ 
tions for summer games that could extend until 10pm). 
Organization president Chris Ellis, who sits on the board of 
the Western Hills Little League, told the Chronicle that 
these terms were set during negotiations with surrounding 
property owners after the first site plan, submitted in 2011, 
eyed 12 fields on the property. The proposed development, 
Dealy reminded, is in the city’s extra-territorial jurisdiction. 
“There are no lighting restrictions or noise restrictions,” he 
said. “We voluntarily agreed to these restrictions.” 

Regardless of any potential light pollution, Ross also 
fears that development of the fields could bear other nega¬ 
tive effects on the area’s environment. She believes that the 
cut and fill necessary to flatten the hill enough to support a 
sports park would require a variance. “Part of the reason 
[the city] limits cut and fill is so that you don’t have these 
massive slopes of soil just sitting there waiting for the first 
rain to come along and sweep all that material into a creek,” 
Ross said. She also expressed concern about the amount of 
herbicides and pesticides necessary to maintain the “Easter 
basket” green of the fields, as well as the lack of proper 
sewer service at the location. KBGE Engineering declined 
to comment on those concerns. 

KBGE will need to submit more information for the site 
plan to move forward, including an exhibit showing planned 
cut and fill as well as draw-down calculations for each 
water-quality pond. The report also points to inadequacies 
in the current site plan, like insufficient erosion controls. 
KBGE and 12 Fields have until June 14, 2018, to update 
their application, but Ellis and Dealy said they hope to be 
ready sooner than that. - Joseph Caterine 


County Dems: Harding Out, Cofer In? 


Travis County Democratic Party Chair 
Vincent Harding will not run for re-election 
when his term is up, and already a familiar 
face in Austin’s progressive politics has filed 
the preliminary campaign finance paperwork 
to take his place. 

Harding made the announcement via email 
on Sept. 28. Originally appointed to the posi¬ 
tion in 2015 when Jan Soifer stepped down to 
run for the 345th Civil District Court, Harding 
became the county party’s youngest chair ever, 
and the second African-American to hold the 
post, and won re-election in 2016 without oppo¬ 
sition. As chair, he gained support for reinvig¬ 
orating the party’s public profile, highlighting 
workers’ rights and immigration issues, and 
leading the charge against Uber and Lyft’s 
effort to overturn Austin’s rideshare regulations. 

Recently, however, Harding’s leadership had 
become somewhat untenable after he used 


procedural tactics to block a no-confidence 
resolution brought by precinct chairs against 
Pflugerville Rep. Dawnna Dukes. Harding 
was already on rocky ground after being 
forced to wade into the middle of last year’s 
salacious primary spat between district attor¬ 
ney candidates Gary Cobb and Rick Reed, 
after Reed filed a lawsuit demanding that 
Cobb’s candidacy get yanked over issues with 
the signatures on his ballot access petition. 
(Neither of them won, of course. Margaret 
Moore entered the race late and cruised to 
victory over Cobb after Reed dropped out.) 
Referring to his tenure, Harding wrote that 
when he originally took the position he 
“made one campaign promise: to do the right 
thing. Although I have not been perfect, I 
believe I have kept that promise.” 

His vacant seat will be contested on the 
March 6, 2018, ballot. Stepping up first to 


replace him in the most thankless role in 
local politics is Rick Cofer. A veteran of UT’s 
University Democrats and a former legislative 
staffer, Cofer was heavily involved in the 
state-level presidential campaigns for Howard 
Dean and Barack Obama, founding UT Stu¬ 
dents for Obama in 2007. He has also been 
a regular presence in Austin politics, having 
served on the city’s Zero Waste Advisory 
Commission and Solid Waste Advisory 
Commission, and currently the Parks & 
Recreation Board. He’s also chair of the 
Capital Area Progressive Democrats, and 
parliamentarian for the State Democratic 
Executive Committee. 

Even though Cofer only formally announced 
his candidacy a day after Harding announced 
his exit, he’s already accrued endorsements 
from a marquee set of current and former 
county officials, as well as the Austin AFL- 
CIO Central Labor Council. He’s said he 
wants to move the party left, and make it 



more impactful at the ballot box. “Travis 
County turnout and performance, along with 
the other larger Democratic strongholds in 
Texas,” he said, “will decide whether we can 
flip some statewide seats, and will decide 
whether we can help flip some local seats 
surrounding our strongholds.”

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County Punts Coyote 
Plan for 90 Days 

Travis County 
Commissioners had antic¬ 
ipated voting Tuesday on 
whether to renew an 
annual contract with the 
controversial Texas 
Wildlife Services for 
managing nuisance wild¬ 
life outside Austin’s city 
limits, but instead opted for a temporary 90-day exten¬ 
sion so that the city, which ended its agreement with 
TWS last year, can submit an alternative proposal for 
providing countywide services that address wild ani¬ 
mals, particularly coyotes. Members of the Animal 
Advisory Commission believe the city’s program to be 
more humane, effective, and transparent than the meth¬ 
ods employed by TWS, while the state branch of this 
federal agency touted its own accountability and suc¬ 
cess handling coyotes and other animals that may harm 
livestock, pets, and private businesses. South Austin res¬ 
ident Michael Fossum, who for several years has spo¬ 
ken at local meetings in favor of TWS, tried to demon¬ 
strate the agency’s sense of humanity by sticking his 
hand in a rubber-lined foothold trap and showing pho¬ 
tos of people who he said had been attacked by coyotes 
in Colorado, leading Nancy Nemer of the AAC to note 
that TWS uses more powerful traps and that Central 
Texas has a much less aggressive coyote subspecies 
than that found in Colorado. The court plans to spend 
the 90-day period hearing from independent scientists, 
and comparing specifics of the TWS program with the 
one the city will propose. - Lindsay Stafford Mader

EXCULPATORY TESTIMONY, DNA AT ISSUE 
IN TWO LANDMARK CASES 


Rodney Reed, the Bastrop man who’s 
spent nearly 20 years on death row for the 
1996 murder of Stacey Stites - a crime he 
has steadfastly maintained he did not 
commit - could move one step closer to a 
new trial next week. On Tuesday, Oct. 10, 
he’ll step into Bastrop County’s 21st 
District Court for a four-day hearing set to 
address an interview CNN’s Death Row 
Stories conducted in 2016 with Curtis 
Davis, the Bastrop County Sheriff’s inves¬ 
tigator and former best friend of Jimmy 
Fennell Jr., Stites’ fiance, then a Giddings 
police officer, and the person Reed and his 
supporters believe to be responsible for 
her death. The interview, according to 
Reed’s attorney Bryce Benjet, validates 
longstanding questions concerning wheth¬ 
er Fennell provided false testimony at 
Reed’s trial about his whereabouts on the 
night of Stites’ murder. 

Most relevant to Reed’s effort is the por¬ 
tion of the interview in which Davis admits 
that on the morning of April 23, 1996, after 
Stites was reported missing, Fennell con¬ 


fided to Davis that he’d been out drinking 
by his truck the night before with several 
other police officers after a Little League 
practice. Davis said he doesn’t know the 
exact time Fennell returned home, but told 
CNN: “definitely lOish, 11 maybe at night.” 
That unassuming nugget stands in direct 
contrast to Fennell’s statement to police 
and testimony at Reed’s trial: that he’d 
spent the night of April 22 at home with 
Stites, and was asleep when she allegedly 
left for work with his truck at 3am. 

Davis’ reveal is remarkable on its own, but 
even more striking when stacked next to 
affidavits filed in 2015 by Werner Spitz, 
Michael Baden, and LeRoy Riddick - three 
of the country’s leading forensic experts - 
each of which raises questions about the 
time of Stites’ death; essentially, that her 
condition when investigators found her indi¬ 
cates that Stites must have died at least four 
hours before her official time of death, 
3:30am. That time played an outsized role in 
the state’s case against Reed: Prosecutors 
hung their argument around the assumption 


that Reed abducted, raped, and murdered 
her on her way to work, then abandoned 
Fennell’s truck at a nearby high school. 

Fennell is currently serving a 10-year 
prison sentence for the in-custody rape 
and kidnapping of a woman while he was 
an officer with the Georgetown Police 
Department in 2007. 

Visiting Judge Doug Shaver will preside 
over the hearing, a recent development. 
The county docket listed that court’s usual 
judge Carson Campbell as the hearing’s 
judge as recently as July, but District Clerk 
Sarah Loucks told the Chronicle that 
Campbell “never was going to hear” Reed’s 
case. It has been Shaver’s case since 2014, 
Loucks said on Sept. 29, and she had “no 
idea” how it got reported that Campbell 
was presiding over the hearing. (We report¬ 
ed it in July after seeing Campbell’s name 
listed as the presiding judge on the Bastrop 
County district clerk’s website. See 
“Rodney Reed Hearing Set for October,” 
July 14. Loucks did not respond to addi¬ 
tional requests for clarification.) 

Some might recall that Shaver has made 
a few headlines of his own over the years, 
including last September, when the Texas 
Court of Criminal Appeals instructed him 
to further investigate Reed’s request for 
additional DNA testing. Once the prosecu¬ 
tion and defense submitted their findings - 
in opposition to one another - Shaver 
approved both arguments and shipped 
them off to the CCA. Shortly after, Shaver 
wrote the court to apologize for what he 
called an “inadvertent mistake.” Curiously, 
during our interview with Loucks on Friday, 
someone listening in on the call from 
Loucks’ office interjected to say that 
Shaver’s approval of both sides’ findings 
“wasn’t an accident.” Asked to clarify, all 
that person (who declined to identify her¬ 
self) could say was that Shaver “wanted the 
Court of Criminal Appeals to make that 
decision” - another odd development, since 
Shaver’s letter to the CCA stated that he 
meant to approve only the prosecution’s 
findings. The appeals court affirmed 
Shaver’s decision to deny additional DNA 
testing, less than one month before man¬ 


dating that the county court hold this 
upcoming hearing. 

After that incident, Benjet told the 
Statesman that he planned to request a new 
judge preside over Reed’s case. Neither 
Benjet nor the Bastrop County District 
Attorney’s Office returned requests for 
comment concerning whether or not a new 
judge had indeed been requested and - if so 
- if that request had been denied. 

PRUETTS LAST STAND 

While Reed’s hearing is going on, another 
longtime inmate of Texas’ death row is 
slated for execution. Robert Pruett, con¬ 
victed for the 1999 in-custody murder of 
Beeville prison guard Daniel Nagle, has a 
death date of Oct. 12. It’s his fifth such date, 
as questions continue to come up about the 
murder, and whether Pruett was actually 
responsible. 

The 38-year-old was 20 and serving a 
99-year sentence for acting as an accom¬ 
plice to a murder committed by his father 
when Nagle was found dead in the prison’s 
multipurpose room. No officers witnessed 
the killing, and no inmates immediately 
spoke up. Investigators later found a home¬ 
made shank and a torn-up disciplinary note 
Nagle had issued Pruett earlier that day. 
They noticed a cut on Pruett’s finger during 
their questioning of him, and splotches of 
blood on his shirt. Pruett denied any 
involvement, saying that he cut himself 
while lifting weights and used his shirt to 
wipe off the blood. Efforts to get the shank 
tested for DNA have been repeatedly denied 
at various levels - most recently on Oct. 2 by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Pruett has an out¬ 
standing appeal for a stay with Houston 
District Judge Nelva Gonzales Ramos; 
should that be denied, he’ll become the 
sixth Texan executed this year. 

But that’s just the start: With five more 
executions scheduled for 2017, including 
two more this month (Anthony Shore on 
Oct. 18 and Clinton Young on Oct. 26), 
trouble in Huntsville is only heating up.

Drafthouse Eyes New Corporate Campus 


The Alamo Drafthouse has offered Austin ISD $10.6 mil¬ 
lion to buy the old Baker Center (3908 Avenue B) in Hyde 
Park, and this week the neighborhood got to see a little more 
of what the cinema chain is proposing. 

Richard Weiss, president of Alamo’s longtime architectural 
partners Weiss Architecture, walked residents through the 
outline plan at the Oct. 2 meeting of the Hyde Park 
Neighborhood Association. The plan is to turn the 4.36- 
acre site into the Drafthouse’s corporate campus; the mixed- 
use development will also include affordable housing for AISD 
teachers. However, the core of the project calls for a renova¬ 
tion of the 66,000-square-foot Baker Elementary building at 
the center of the site, and for the Drafthouse to use part of 
the available space as its corporate headquarters. (The rest 
would be leased out to the creative industry and nonprofits.) 
The building already houses AISD-TV; those broadcast facili¬ 
ties could be repurposed for both Drafthouse projects and 
community media stations. 


Alamo Drafthouse LLC’s current headquarters are on 
Sixth Street, just a few blocks from the Alamo Ritz. The com¬ 
pany has quickly outgrown its space Downtown, and consid¬ 
ers the new location relatively central to its fleet of local cine¬ 
mas, and close to the Drafthouse-owned Mon do Gallery and 
its warehouse facility. 

Renderings and blueprints are not yet available; the 
Drafthouse wants to work with the neighborhood on final 
design plans. Weiss said his team will work with an HPNA 
subcommittee to further address interests and concerns. 

Even without specific details, reaction to the proposal was 
positive on Monday night, with the greatest concerns being 
about the impact on area parking. 

This positive response could be good news for the school 
district, which has struggled to find a good use for Baker 
since it closed as a school in the Eighties. It tried to sell the 
site in 2011, but that plan faltered due to neighborhood oppo¬ 
sition - something the Drafthouse is trying to avoid through 



early community outreach. The current timeline would see the 
board consider approving the contract by the end of the year. 

If they do, Alamo would handle the planning processes under 
the auspices of the district, with a goal of moving into the 
renovated center by late 2018 or early 2019.

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A re Texas state troopers damaging 
the economy of a small town near 
the border? Eloy Vera suspects as 
much. He’s a county judge in the Rio 
Grande Valley, hard on the border with 
Mexico. Vera started lambasting the 
Department of Public Safety in 2015 - 
though his main beef back then was not 
economic. Instead, he and his neighbors 
complained that when they were out driv¬ 
ing, they got hassled to no end by troopers. 

The judge’s bailiwick is Starr County, an 
arrowhead-shaped stretch of land about an 
hour west of McAllen that abuts the Rio 
Grande River. Starr is mostly rural, includ¬ 
ing Judge Vera’s ranch. His property teems 
with deer, many of which he has shot and 
mounted in his office at the county court¬ 
house. There, stuffed animals stare glass¬ 
eyed at the public, their antlers spiking in 
multi-horned racks. Sitting at his desk, 
Vera rails against the myriad ways that DPS 
has made local folks’ lives miserable, and 
maybe has even eaten into the municipal 
treasury. More on that later. First, some 
community background. 

Starr’s county seat and biggest town is 
Rio Grande City, population about 14,000. A 
bridge behind the local H-E-B connects to 
Camargo, the Mexican sister community, 
and Border Patrol vehicles roam the U.S. 
side of the riverbank and H-E-B’s big park¬ 
ing lot. One thing they’re looking for is 
drugs. The area has a notorious, decades- 
long reputation for narco-trafficking. 
Agents also troll for undocumented immi¬ 
grants, and sometimes they stop American 
citizens by mistake - like a woman, the wife 
of a taqueria owner in town, who was start¬ 
ing up her truck last spring after going 
shopping, only to be hemmed in by green- 
uniformed officers and questioned. They 
left her alone after she said she was native 
born, but redirected their attention to a pas¬ 
senger, the woman’s mother-in-law. She 
happened to be undocumented, and was 
shipped to a detention center in Laredo. 

In Rio Grande City it’s not surprising that 
outsiders’ perceptions of local people’s 
immigration status might be erroneous. 
Over 98% of the population are Latinos, 
with the great majority of Mexican descent. 
White people are practically nowhere to be 
seen - except for Border Patrol agents and 
DPS troopers. 

Rio Grande City is one of a chain of 
antique settlements along the river, dating 
from long before Texas separated from 
Mexico in the early 19th century. The area is 
still dominated by the Spanish language, 
and a vaquero culture - including smug¬ 
gling - that has persisted through more 
generations than there are fingers on two 
hands. People on either side of the border 
have extensive kinship ties, and many long¬ 
time Rio Grande City residents are undocu¬ 
mented, though no one knows how many. 
They typically have U.S.-born cousins, 
spouses, children - and mothers-in-law. 
Legal and undocumented, everyone looks 
pretty much alike. 

The area is funky, homey, and puro fron- 
terizo : 100% Tex-Mex border. Male politi¬ 
cians campaign and do meet-and-greets in 


Stetsons. One resident, a barber, sings a 
capella in various Romance tongues while 
he cuts hair. The favorite food besides bar- 
bacoa is raspas - sno-cones - which get sold 
from tiny stands on Highway 83, the town’s 
main (and only) drag. They come drenched 
in tropical fruit flavors and blood-hued, 
chile-laced syrup, garnished with gummy 
bears and gummy worms. 


The last time DPS personnel disturbed 
the vintage rhythms of Rio Grande City was 
in 1967, when John Connally, Texas’ gover¬ 
nor at the time, sent a squad of the agency’s 
elite, the Texas Rangers, to break a strike of 
the Cesar Chavez-affiliated United Farm 
Workers Organizing 
Committee. Rangers 
were later accused of 
smashing organizers 
in their faces with 
shotguns, threatening 
to drown one Farm 
Workers Organizing 
activist, and dangling 
another by a railroad 
track with his face inches from a moving 
freight train. 

Forty-seven years later, in 2014, some 250 
troopers showed up in the Rio Grande 
Valley, with a disproportionate number 
assigned to Starr County, including Rio 
Grande City. The troopers were sent by Gov. 


Rick Perry, as a major component of what 
had been named “Operation Strong Safety.” 
Most came from out of town and stayed in 
the Valley for only a few weeks. According 
to DPS, they were sent to help the Border 
Patrol fight serious criminals, including ter¬ 
rorists and traffickers of drugs and humans. 
But instead of impressing the locals with 
their prowess in catching bad hombres, the 


troopers proved to be a huge annoyance, as 
they did what troopers usually do: stopped 
ordinary people for traffic infractions, and 
doled out tickets and warnings. 

By the end of 2014, according to a later El 
Paso Times investigation, DPS traffic cita¬ 
tions in Starr County 
had gone up 233% 
from a few years earli¬ 
er. Meanwhile, in far¬ 
away, interior Texas 
counties - areas that 
the troopers aban¬ 
doned when reas¬ 
signed to the border - 
tickets and warnings 
decreased as much as 50%. People in com¬ 
munities like Rio Grande City were infuri¬ 
ated, and by early 2016 troopers in Starr and 
Hidalgo counties had stopped writing so 
many citations and warnings - though the 
numbers were still much higher than before 
the surge. Speaking on a Rio Grande Valley 


podcast, DPS Captain Hank Sibley said that 
issuing tickets and warnings for infractions, 
no matter how innocuous, gives agents near 
the border a reason to stop drivers and 
evaluate them and their passengers for seri¬ 
ous criminal activity. 

Rio Grande City residents are still 
aggrieved today. “It feels like you’re in high 
school driver’s ed,” said Dina Garcia-Pena, 
who publishes El Tejano, a small, bilingual 
newsweekly in Rio Grande City. “It’s the 
feeling of driving and being constantly 
watched to see if you’re going to do some¬ 
thing wrong.” 

Vera knows the feeling. By 2015 he had 
been stopped and warned six or seven 
times, always for the same trivial thing. His 
Ford pickup truck has a bumper guard and 
grille in front that block part of the license 
plate. That’s how the vehicle came from the 
dealership, and Vera says that moving the 
plate anywhere else would make it invisi¬ 
ble, or risk blocking air to the radiator dur¬ 
ing the area’s broiling summers - tempera¬ 
tures often reach 110 degrees. 

Vera and Garcia-Pena aren’t the only ones 
with a complaint. It seems every Rio Grande 
City resident has a story about DPS hassles 
- and about lost business. 

Garcia-Pena says that people she knows 
from out of town don’t want to visit her any¬ 
more, much less spend money. “My friends 
from McAllen won’t come to Rio Grande 
City,” she said. “I invite them and they say 
they haven’t gotten their new inspection 
sticker yet, or they haven’t paid a parking 
ticket. They’re afraid of being caught here 
by DPS. They stay away.” 

People are especially fearful of happy 
hour and private parties away from home. 
“I’m the treasurer for a church near here,” 
said Alberto Perez, the city manager of Rio 
Grande City. “It has an annual fundraiser, a 
festival where people drink beer.” The festi¬ 
val takes place on one Saturday out of the 
year. Many attendees are local ranchers. On 
that one Saturday, said Perez, “we used to 
take in $50,000. Now we’re lucky if we clear 
$15,000. People are afraid to drink then get 
back on the road to go home.” 

They’re afraid they’ll get stopped for a 
broken taillight, then have their blood alco¬ 
hol level checked, says Eligio Garcia, man¬ 
ager of Rio Grande City’s branch of L&F 
Distributors, which wholesales Anheuser- 
Busch beers to local stores, bars, and res¬ 
taurants. Garcia said that his sales went flat 
in 2014, the year DPS arrived. As of this 
summer they are down as much as 10%. 

EVEN THEIR FAVORITE SALESLADY 

Oscar Gonzalez, the owner of the local 
bar and restaurant Tekilas, is buying less of 
Eligio Garcia’s beer. DPS agents park out¬ 
side of bars like his and just sit there, 
Gonzalez says. It’s not clear what they’re 
doing. But whatever it is, it’s enough to 
keep customers away. He says he has made 
40% fewer sales since DPS arrived. 

Vera has a similar story, but not about 
booze. At the intersection of Highway 83 
and the road that goes past the county 
courthouse, a young man opened a fresh

The Raspas in 
Rio Grande City 

How DPS’s occupation of a small border 
town may have crippled its economy

fruit and vegetable stand a few years ago, 
he remembered: “It was great produce! 
Avocados, tomatoes, watermelons, bananas. 
There were always a lot of people there. 
Then, all of a sudden, the stand closed. The 
reason was that DPS troopers had started 
parking close by. People didn’t stop any¬ 
more.” The young man closed the stand. 

County Judge Vera, beer distributor Gar¬ 
cia, bar owner Gonzalez, newspaper pub¬ 
lisher Garcia-Pena, City Manager Perez: All 
have enough discretionary income to help 
organize charity events and to enjoy happy 
hours at nice restaurants and bars. They’re 
comfortably middle class, with securely 
legal immigration status. But there’s anoth¬ 
er group in Rio Grande City who are scared 
of DPS. They are the town’s poor and 
undocumented. 

Carlos Garcia used to claim many of 
these people as customers. He owns Char¬ 
lie’s Tires on Highway 83. Gesturing toward 
the highway, he said that it’s common to see 
as many as 10 DPS cars pass by every hour. 
It goes without saying that Garcia used to 
sell tires, including at secondhand prices. 
But after 2014 he lost half his business, and 
to stay open, last year he started doing 
truck mechanics and other vehicle mainte¬ 
nance work. Labor is not an object for sale, 
so it’s not subject to sales tax. Garcia said 
he’s now sending one-third less sales tax 
money to the state of Texas than he did 
before DPS came to town. 

Before they arrived, many of Garcia’s tire 
clients came from just north of his cluttered 
little shop, from a series of sprawling colo- 
nias - former illegal subdivisions. There, 
people live in jerry-rigged, homemade 
houses and decrepit trailers, some without 
running water, and many on roads that lack 
paving or streetlights. 

A few blocks away, Hugo Alaniz, owner of 
Hugo’s Transmission Service, tells a simi¬ 
lar story. Since the troopers showed up, his 
business is down 30%. He makes up some 
of the loss by charging $40 to $50 to pick up 


the cars of people who are afraid to do the 
driving themselves. The money he charges 
for transporting is, again, labor, not sales. 
Alaniz sends no tax on these earnings to 
the comptroller. 

Almost everyone in the colonias is 
abjectly poor, and many if not most adults 
are immigrants. “We had a sudden influx 
five to seven years ago from Mexico, people 
just trying to escape from the violence,” 
says Perez, the city manager. Many are 
undocumented. Much of the work such 
people do is freelance, involving “local 
guys with a lawn mower. ... They used to 
have a little trailer without plates. Now, 
they go out to work and DPS tickets them 
for not having the plate.” 

But even if they have the money to buy a 
license plate, how can such people qualify 
for one if they don’t have a driver’s license? 


Texas ceased issuing driver’s licenses to the 
undocumented in 2008. Rio Grande City’s 
public bus service runs only until 5pm, 
making just a few runs and covering only a 
limited area. The idea that many adults in 
town could get along without a car, espe¬ 
cially those who work, is risible. Undocu¬ 
mented people in Rio Grande City drive. 
Therein lies their fear of DPS. 

Patricia (not her real name) is one of the 
terrorized. She is from Camargo, Rio 
Grande City’s twin town across the Mexican 
border. Patricia immigrated with her hus¬ 
band and daughter about a decade ago, 
without proper documents, to escape the 
growing cartel violence. Two sons were born 
in Texas and attend grade school in Rio 
Grande City. The family lives in deep-colo- 
nia poverty, in a tiny house just up the road 
from Highway 83. Patricia had a job at a 


sno-cone booth on 83. She also drove her 
kids to school every day and did household 
errands - in the family car. She worried 
about DPS. As she and her kids noted in a 
recent interview, troopers hide behind trees 
by the Wal-Mart on 83. 

One morning a year ago, Patricia was 
driving inside her colonia, close to where 
the road intersects 83. A DPS trooper 
appeared and stopped her for an expired 
registration sticker. He asked if she had a 
driver’s license, and when Patricia said no, 
he called the Border Patrol. She was taken 
to a detention center, where an agent recog¬ 
nized her as one of his favorite sno-cone 
salesladies and clucked sympathetically 
about her arrest. She ended up spending 
two months in detention. She’s now out on 
bond and undergoing a long, slow federal 
attempt to deport her, complete with judg¬ 
es and lawyers and hearings. She’s been 
under medical treatment since her DPS 
arrest for panic attacks. Her boys are terri¬ 
fied of anything they think looks like a 
DPS squad car. 

In another Rio Grande City colonia, a 
woman with undocumented children (who 
does not want to be identified either) decid¬ 
ed to go out to dinner with friends one night 
last year. Ten minutes from her home, a 
trooper stopped her on Highway 83 and said 
her lights were too dim. She spent a day in 
Border Patrol detention before being 
released. After that she moved 35 miles 
east, to Alton, a small town several miles 
north of 83. “I came here to escape from 
DPS and the Border Patrol,” the woman 
said. Needless to say, she is no longer 
spending money in Rio Grande City. 

BALANCING A BROKEN BUDGET 

Back in 2014, whenever the Operation 
Strong Safety troopers stopped Judge Vera 
about his license plate, he explained about 
the summer heat and the radiator and the 
dealership. After a while he got cranky. 
“Where do I move it to?” he ruefully 
recounts asking a trooper about the plate - 
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as though his rhetorical question were the 
punch line to a joke. 

By 2015 Vera was appearing at political 
confabs and media interviews, talking 
about how he and his constituents felt 
harassed by DPS. He worried that fear of 
getting stopped by troopers was discourag¬ 
ing locals from going to Highway 83 to buy 
things. “People will not go out, they stay 
home,” he said during a panel discussion 
hosted by the Texas Border Coalition, a 
group of politicians who represent commu¬ 
nities on the border. He said he was con¬ 
cerned about the local economy. 

When Vera made these remarks, his fears 
were still based solely on his experiences 
with DPS and the anecdotes he heard from 
constituents. But late last year, just after 
Trump’s election, disturbing numbers start¬ 
ed trickling out of the state Comptroller’s 
Office. Texas levies a 6.25% sales tax on 
products, and allows local municipalities to 
tack on as much as 2% extra, for a maxi¬ 
mum tax of 8.25%. Every Texas business 
that sells things is mandated to send the tax 
it collects to the state. The state keeps 6.25% 
and returns anything over that to the city or 
county where the business is located. Each 
month, the Comptroller’s Office publishes 
on its website the dollar amount of the 
returns, county by 
county and city by city. 

The website also lists 
month-by-month tal¬ 
lies for past years, so 
it’s easy to compare 
different time periods. 

Officials in Rio 
Grande City have been doing the compari¬ 
sons in recent months, and they’re worried. 

Starting in November of last year, the 
town’s sales tax revenue numbers began 
dropping, and in September of this year the 
average monthly decrease was 6.6%. In all, 
about $244,000 was lost in 11 months, com¬ 
pared to the same period a year earlier. In 
addition, over the past year an additional 
revenue source for Rio Grande City, its 
“mixed beverage” tax, paid by bars and res¬ 
taurants, is down several hundred dollars, 
or about 18%. 

In a well-heeled town or a big city, losing 
$244,000 and some change might seem pid¬ 
dling. But besides being tiny, Rio Grande 
City is one of the poorest communities in 
America. Starr County’s unemployment 
rate in May of this year was 11% - over twice 
that of Texas and the U.S. Thousands of 
residents live in the colonias. Amid these 
hardships, 40% of Rio Grande City’s budget 
comes from sales tax revenue. The money 
pays for the community’s public schools, 
fire department, and many other essential 
services. A 6.6% decrease feels like a serious 
problem. Local leaders are scrambling to 
figure out the cause. 

During interviews, many officials 
seemed circumspect as they suggested pos¬ 
sible reasons. The peso is down relative to 
the dollar, some say. (It started a steep slide 
at the end of last year, from 18.50 to as low 
as about 21.50 to the dollar. But by April 
had risen back to 18.50, and since then it 
has been holding in the 17s, even as Rio 


Grande City’s sales fail to recover.) It’s the 
violence in Mexico, others say, that’s pre¬ 
venting Mexicans from crossing to visit 
and shop. (But that doesn’t explain the 
drop in beer sales, everyone retorts. “People 
don’t come from Mexico to buy beer,” says 
Garcia, the distributor.) 

The unemployment rate is up, notes 
Dalinda Guillen, Rio Grande City’s direc¬ 
tor of its Economic Development 
Corporation. (Joblessness is not; the rate 
fell from a high of 14.2% two years ago to 
11% in May.) All those guys who were hired 
out of Rio Grande City a couple of years 
ago to leave town and work on the Eagle 
Ford Shale pipeline were sending pay- 
checks back home to their families, but 
then the work ended and the guys came 
back, and maybe they’re working now but 
making less money. 

If lack of well-paid work is the problem, 
Starr County Judge Vera worries about 
DPS’s effect on trying to get good jobs to 
relocate to the area. “We’re constantly try¬ 
ing to attract new businesses and industry,” 
he said. “Every once in a while we’ll get 
someone to bite and want to look at us. But 
at one point it looked like we were under 
martial law here. If you own a business, the 
first thing that crosses your mind about the 
area is: It’s not safe. I 
don’t want to bring my 
people here.” 

Or maybe the prob¬ 
lem is Trump. Immed¬ 
iately following the 
election, the fancy 
malls in and around 
nearby, far bigger and more prosperous 
McAllen emptied out, after the leaders of 
sister Mexican city Reynosa advised a shop¬ 
per boycott of the U.S., to protest the newly 
elected president’s anti-immigrant and pro¬ 
wall positions. 

And then, there are the troopers. When 
Rio Grande City and Starr County bigwigs 
talk about the troopers’ effect on the econo¬ 
my, their voices get passionate but also 
guarded. Some say they’re reluctant to 
publicly criticize the DPS, for fear of reper¬ 
cussions from the agency or from Texas 
political higher-ups who favored sending 
the troopers. 

One might expect that the Comptroller’s 
Office would have ideas about the relative 
importance of different factors, including 
the troopers, in compromising Rio Grande 
City’s economy. When the Chronicle 
inquired, Comptroller’s Office spokesper¬ 
son Kevin Lyons said that the sales revenue 
decrease in Rio Grande City was due to the 
town having erroneously been sent $1.2 mil¬ 
lion in sales tax revenues in 2014, money 
that should have gone to another county. 
Now Rio Grande City is paying back about 
$12,000 per month to the state, and will do 
so for the next decade. But even after sub¬ 
tracting this payback, Rio Grande City’s 
revenues are short 6.6% compared to last 
year. What gives? Lyons said the 
Comptroller’s Office does not investigate 
such questions.

HIGH THREATS TO A SECURE TEXAS 

A Texas economist in the private sector 
had done research suggesting that DPS is 
implicated in the economic decline. Ray 
Perryman’s work is based on something 
that happened in the Rio Grande Valley a 
few years ago, when the big law enforce¬ 
ment incursion was not so much DPS as the 
National Guard. Eleven years ago, in 2006, 
responding to perceptions of increased 
drug trafficking into the U.S. by Mexican 
cartels, the federal government sent 6,000 
Guard soldiers to the border, under a pro¬ 
gram called “Operation Jump Start.” A year 
later, “Operation Wrangler” put yet more 
soldiers on the border for several days. In 
2014, amid concerns about increased num¬ 
bers of Central American children seeking 
refuge over the Texas border, more soldiers 
were deployed. 

One year after that, economist Perryman 
examined the effect on the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley economy of almost a decade 
of National Guard presence. His findings 
were disturbing. For each year that federal 
soldiers had spent there since 2006, 
Perryman concluded, the area lost almost 
8,000 jobs and $542 million annually in 
gross product. As well, $173 million in retail 
and wholesale trade disappeared. Multiply 
$173 million by 2%, the amount that the 
Comptroller’s Office sends back to most 
counties and cities as sales tax revenue, and 
Lower Rio Grande Valley municipalities lost 
$3.5 million a year in revenues. The South 
Texas border economy, Perryman conclud¬ 
ed in his report, “tends to be adversely 
affected during periods of deployment.” 

No economist has quantified the effects 
of three straight years of DPS enforcement 
since 2014. In an email, Perryman said it’s 
logical to assume that, if National Guard 
deployment has harmed the economy of 
Rio Grande Valley, state trooper presence 
could have similar negative effects. 

Trump’s election and inauguration as 
president may have made things worse 
when it comes to law enforcement. Border 
Patrol detention policies have become more 
draconian since he took office. And in com¬ 
munities like Rio Grande City, border agents 
often come into contact with undocumented 
immigrants through referrals made to them 
by DPS troopers - troopers who’ve identi¬ 
fied the immigrants as undocumented while 
making traffic stops for trivia such as 
improperly placed license plates. 

The Chronicle reported earlier this year 
on apparent, recent DPS policy changes 
about how to deal with drivers whom the 
officers stop, then come to suspect are 
undocumented. In prior years, it was com¬ 
mon for troopers to stop someone who 
spoke Spanish, and after learning they had 
no driver’s license, to simply write a ticket 
for that infraction and let the driver go. 
Calling Border Patrol appeared to be a mat¬ 
ter of discretion. But in a memo sent to 
troopers by DPS Director Steve McCraw in 
early November of last year, McCraw noted 
that troopers have an “obligation” to refer 
to Border Patrol anyone whom they sus¬ 


pect is undocumented. (DPS denies that 
this represented a change in policy.) At 
about the same time that the McCraw 
memo was distributed, Border Patrol 
phased out its longstanding policy of let¬ 
ting people go whom DPS had referred, but 
who’d lived in the U.S. for several years, 
had U.S.-born children, and lacked a prior 
criminal record. November is the month in 
2016 when sales tax revenues in Rio Grande 
City began dropping. 


“When are they leaving?” According to 
Judge Vera, Rio Grande City’s business 
owners constantly ask that question about 
the troopers. The answer: not anytime soon. 
During the state legislative session this 
year, $1 billion was allocated for border 
security in 2018 and 2019, mostly to DPS. 
The funding allows the National Guard to 
leave and effectively be replaced with 500 
DPS troopers. The latest program is called 
Operation Secure Texas. 

But is DPS creating security? Or are they 
creating grief - along with exaggerated 
claims about the 
troopers’ effective¬ 
ness? During the 
first year of 
“Operation Strong 
Safety,” DPS report¬ 
ed that, in conjunc¬ 
tion with Border 
Patrol efforts, troop¬ 
ers had seized almost 150 tons of drugs. 
That figure came from Border Patrol statis¬ 
tics about its own drug seizures, and no one 
questioned the amount. But, as reported in 
2015 by the Austin American-Statesman, 
Border Patrol denied having taken part in 
Strong Safety - meaning that DPS is taking 
credit for drug seizures it had nothing to do 
with. The Statesman further investigated 
the amount of drugs actually seized by 
Operation Strong Safety’s various partici¬ 
pating agencies. It turned out that DPS’s 


contribution was less than 10% of what it 
had claimed to state lawmakers. Nor were 
arrest figures as claimed. Reviewing DPS 
arrests along the border from June 2014 to 
September 2016, Austin television station 
KXAN reported that only 6% were for felony 
drug possession, and just 1% for human 
trafficking. Most other arrests were for driv¬ 
ing under the influence, or misdemeanor 
possession of very small amounts of drugs. 

DPS also claimed that troopers were 


catching many “high-threat” criminals in a 
60-county so-called border region, though 
many of those counties are miles from the 
border. “High-threat” criminals, according 
to DPS, are “individuals whose criminal 
activity poses a serious public safety or 
homeland security threat.” For DPS, it 
turns out, these included speeding teenag¬ 
ers, drunk drivers, parents in arrears for 
paying child support, and low-level drug 
offenders. 

Amid DPS’s hype, and the anger and the 
fear the agency has engendered in Rio 
Grande City, 

there’s one positive 
outcome about the 
trooper presence. 
According to the 
Texas Department 
of Transportation, 
crashes that 

involved drinking 
have decreased: from nine in 2013 to five in 
2016. Crashes that resulted in “incapacitat¬ 
ing injuries” are also down, from nine in 
2013 to only one in 2016. In South Texas as 
a whole, probably thanks to heavy DPS 
presence, traffic fatalities decreased by a 
third during 2014 and 2015. 

But safety in a section of the borderlands 
came at huge cost to the rest of the state. In 
late 2015, Austin’s Fox 7 reported that 
Central Texas had an increase of 2,726 
crashes and 152 deaths on DPS-patrolled 


highways - a 71% rise - compared to two 
years earlier. In 2014, when DPS surged to 
the border, traffic deaths statewide rose 
over 35%. (The following year the rate fell, 
but was still higher than before the deploy¬ 
ment.) The period also saw a 28% drop in 
the number of traffic citations statewide, 
about a half million fewer tickets. 

Accidents and lost lives are not the only 
damage wrought statewide by the disap¬ 
pearing tickets. When the fines for a ticket 
are paid, they include all kinds of surcharg¬ 
es, and much of the money supports Texas’ 
judicial system. Due to the troopers’ failure 
to write a half million tickets, that system 
has lost $130 million. The loss includes $3 
million in a year for the Juvenile Case 
Management program, whose employees 
help about 125,000 at-risk Texan teenagers 
to stay out of juvenile jails. Lack of traffic- 
ticket-based funding landed the program at 
the end of last year in serious financial 
trouble. Its collapse would land an estimat¬ 
ed 100,000 juveniles into incarceration. 
Likewise because of the missing traffic 
tickets, statewide indigent defense funding 
last year was down $1 million. 

The state of Texas has also lost Rio 
Grande City’s sales taxes, the 6.25% that the 
Comptroller’s Office would have received if 
it hadn’t gone up in smoke over the last few 
months as people stopped buying things. 
The town lost $244,000 - but that means the 
state missed out on $758,000. That’s over 
three quarters of a million dollars. 

This past August, on one of those very 
hot summer days in Rio Grande City when 
people need air to pass easily through their 
radiators, the city council passed a resolu¬ 
tion against the notorious piece of state 
legislation known as SB 4, or Senate Bill 4. 
It was signed earlier this year by Gov. Greg 
Abbott and is often called the “show me 
your papers” law. Among other things, SB 4 
mandates that local policing agencies can¬ 
not forbid officers from sending informa¬ 
tion to Border Patrol or ICE about drivers 
who were stopped, even for the pettiest 
infractions. A grassroots organization 
opposed to the bill, Texas Works Together, 
did a study of how much money Texas 
stands to lose if SB 4 were to go into effect. 
An estimated 1.4 million Texans are undoc¬ 
umented, and Texas Works Together esti¬ 
mates that 10 to 15% would exit the state, 
leaving Texas short at least $220 million 
annually in local and state tax revenues. 

Right now there’s a legal challenge to SB 
4 and a preliminary injunction blocking 
much of it. But if the 5th Circuit Court of 
Appeals later finds the law constitutional, 
police throughout Texas will be able to do to 
immigrants what DPS already does. 

Many Rio Grande City officials worry 
about that possibility. They’ve already had a 
taste of what happens when residents live 
in fear of being stopped and handed over to 
immigration. That taste has come from the 
troopers and it’s created fear. In Rio Grande 
City they think they know what fear does. 
To people. To the economy. To happy hours, 
fiestas, and friends. ■

Five decades into penning brilliant science fiction, 
Howard Waldrop still isn’t taking any shortcuts

“Just sit down in the chair and start 
writing and then after 10 or 12 years you’ll 
figure this stuff out.” - Howard Waldrop 

H is Reuben sandwich was falling 
apart, and the sauerkraut was 
landing in little mounds on the 
plate. “I’ll grab you a fork,” I offered, figur¬ 
ing that were I in his shoes I’d want one. 
“No, don’t.” 

I lowered back down into my chair. 

“I refuse to buckle until the very end,” 
he said as he four-finger pinched a hill of 
kraut and popped it into his mouth. “You 
know when the British first started fighting 
scurvy at sea, the idea of limes and stuff 
hadn’t come to them yet. So they used sau¬ 
erkraut as the antiscorbutic. 

“Ships reeked of kraut for like 50 years 
and stuff before they got limes,” Howard 
Waldrop said through a straight-faced 
munch. “I’m using that in The Moone 
World [one of Waldrop’s tales in progress] 
because they take sauerkraut to the moon 
with them to fight scurvy.” I’d been soak¬ 
ing in Waldrop’s work for a few weeks. I’d 
ordered his novels Them Bones and The 
Texas-Israeli War: 1999 (a collaboration 
with fellow science-fiction writer Jake 
Saunders), which can be found mostly in 
obscure bookshops in the Northwest. In 
the meantime, I’d been scouring libraries 
across town for collections of his writ¬ 
ings. His brilliant short stories “Mary 
Margaret Road-Grader” and “The Ugly 
Chickens” had me high on how he bends 
reality while staying completely ground¬ 
ed in human nature. In those stories, 
unremarkable people adventure through 
fantastical scenarios where their physi¬ 
cal and psychological worlds are woven 
together, often indistinguishable. The 
residual effects stayed with me for days. 
Great writing does that thing where you’re 
reading along and then - POP! - you get 
socked with a sentence or paragraph so 
clean, words so perfectly chosen to relate 
to human experience, that you can only 
drop the book into your lap and recover. 
Waldrop’s writing does that. 

I’d asked him to lunch to talk about his 
stories and the five decades he’s spent writ¬ 
ing them. He sat across from me gazing 
thoughtfully over my right shoulder out 
onto Guadalupe. His shining powder-blue 
eyes seemed fixed on nothing in particular. 
He’s the kind of writer who lives among us 
physically but mentally is either swimming 
in some future reality or wandering the 
past, searching for stories to tell. The pres¬ 
ent holds less interest for him, it seems to 
me. I stirred my tomato bisque and asked, 
as a writer of speculative fiction, had he 
ever envisioned the world as it is today? 


“No, never did. In the 1970s, everyone 
referred to Southern California futures and 
Jersey futures. Jersey futures is where 
everybody lives in grubby apartments and 
they’re all proletarians and go to work and 
pollution is bad and everything is falling 
apart. The Southern California future is the 
hedonistic future, right? You know, where 
we think everything will be better. I never 
thought things were going to get worse.” 


Waldrop’s deep ties to Austin date back 
to the mid-Seventies, when he and a reti¬ 
nue of gifted science-fiction writers based 
here - among them Lisa Tuttle, Steve Utley, 
and Tom Reamy - founded the Turkey City 
Writer’s Workshop. A haven for sci-fi writ¬ 
ers, it helped birth and nurture the cyber¬ 
punk movement and is still active today. 

Somewhat reluctant to talk about his child¬ 
hood, Waldrop said he had lived “a typical 
poor white trash kid’s life” in Weatherford, 
Texas. His parents, working two jobs apiece, 
would drop him and his sister off at the movie 


theatre, where they were babysat for hours by 
the ever-changing two-movie bill. “Film influ¬ 
enced me even more than books,” he said. 
At age 4, his family had moved there from 
Houston, Miss., because the crops were fail¬ 
ing. His dad was “losing his shorts out there” 
and had landed a job at Convair, an aircraft 
manufacturer. “My uncle drove us out here 
in a pickup truck with all our stuff packed 
up on the back like the Beverly Hillbillies.” 


I conjure an image of Waldrop as a kid sit¬ 
ting by a creek fishing, something he actu¬ 
ally did do often. His body is that of a boy, 
but his face is the same as the one before 
me. I can’t picture his boy face. I can’t pic¬ 
ture him thinking children’s thoughts. His 
mind has probably always been as sophis¬ 
ticated and wildly creative as it is now in 
his 70s. My sense is that Howard has never 
been aware of exactly how aware he is. 

He took a long swill of iced tea and 
flicked a kraut straggler off the table. It 
landed unnoticed by anyone but me on 


the leather loafer of the man at the table 
next to us who had been eavesdropping on 
our chat. 

How much of your writing is autobio¬ 
graphical and is it irritating when people 
ask you that, I said, knowing I’d get the 
absolute truth about the second part. 

“‘The King of Where-I-Go’ is the most 
autobiographical story in the Horse of a 
Different Color collection [a collection that 
Waldrop feels most closely reflects his writ¬ 
ing style these days]. My writing is usually 
not autobiographical except in some tan¬ 
gential way.” 

Some people hide behind their writing 
while some use it to expose themselves. 
Where do you fit? 

“Most people reading my writing think 
I’m like a buffoon, you know, blowing off 
my bazoo just by the writing. I don’t use it 
to hide, but people reading it can probably 
figure out what I’m about. But I don’t set 
out to do that. Most people write to show off. 
I write because I don’t know anything else. 
In two years, it will be 50 years I’ve been at 
it. Like Ilka Chase said, ‘Nobody wants to 
write; everybody wants to have written.’” 

This is a thing with Waldrop. He’s peeved 
by writers who want to take shortcuts. 
“There are no shortcuts. Every writer I’ve 
ever known who really did something has 
just sat down and wrote and wrote until it 
went somewhere.” 

At this, the man at the table next to us 
tucked his paper under his arm, got up, and 
left. He’d heard all he needed to. Waldrop 
gave no indication that he ever noticed the 
man at all. I’m fairly sure he was just doing 
his best to be present with me. I could see 
that what occupied his thoughts was not 
responding to my questions. What domi¬ 
nates his consciousness (all the time) is 
getting the story right. 

Do you ever shock yourself with your 
own writing? 

He wiped his mouth with a balled-up 
napkin. “Every writer will tell you that 
you’ll be writing a story and a character 
will say something that you never thought 
about saying. As if the character sud¬ 
denly made himself plain and understood. 
That’s when I know I’m doing something 
right, but you can’t plan it. The character 
starts speaking for himself in the story. 
I’ve rarely shocked myself, but I have 
written things I had never thought about. 
It happens occasionally. It’s not mystical 
or anything.” 

We debated this. I insisted to Waldrop 
that I was sure he is mystical. He chuckled 
at the idea, but I wasn’t trying to be funny. 
I’d read his stories and to whatever degree 
a human being can act as scribe for magical 
thinking Waldrop can and does. 


Waldrop is the kind of writer who lives 
among us physically but mentally is either 
swimming in some future reality or wandering 
the past, searching for stories to tell. 
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He doesn’t use a computer and never 
has. He doesn’t use a cell phone and has 
just his landline. He writes the first draft 
of everything on a pad of paper and then 
types it up on a typewriter. “Howard, there’s 
something very otherworldly about you,” 
I said. He smiled and looked at me for a 
second before his eyes carried back to the 
comfortable place over my right shoulder. 

Waldrop doesn’t believe he’s a mystic, 
but he does believe he can kill any publica¬ 
tion just by letting them publish his work. 
“I sold my first story in 1969, but it wasn’t 
published until 1972. Editor John Campbell 
[credited with shaping the Golden Age of 
science fiction] sat at a desk for 40 years, 
you know, and then he gets a story from me 
and drops dead,” he joked, but not really. 
The look of a believer came across his face. 
“Through my whole career, I’ve had stories 
in the last issues of a dozen magazines and 
four/five hardcover anthologies.” He admit¬ 
ted he’s given stories away that he’d been 
asked to write just to avoid killing publica¬ 
tions. “If you last long enough in this busi¬ 
ness, you know publications are going to 
die around you, and despite my efforts, I 
happened to be in the death issues.” 

Hot sunbeams tumbled through the win¬ 
dows of the New World Deli where we sat. 
Waldrop yawned and adjusted his aching 
body in the wooden chair. 

“Are you going to write today?” I asked. 

“Right now, I got a [story] problem I got 
to think through. I got to figure out how to 


make something work, and that can some¬ 
times take a while.” The Moone World has 
been on his desk for more than 10 years. 
Although he’d had ongoing struggles with 
his health, I doubted that that’s what kept 
him from finishing the novel. His writing 
is not formulaic, so each story is absolutely 
unique. That kind of approach is time-con¬ 
suming and emotionally taxing. Sometimes 
the only way to see your way through to the 
end is to spend years mulling it over while 
you act out life. 

We sat in silence for a minute thinking 
through our problems. 

“What do you want people to take away 
from your writing?” I asked, really thinking 
about what his writing had given me. 

“I can sell 3,000 copies of anything I 
write. They’re intelligent people and I’d 
rather have people like that reading stuff 
than other people picking it up and reading 
it and throwing it away, you know. Subtext 
being we need better human beings that we 
don’t have right now.” 

In other words, Waldrop is content with 
his audience because he knows they get his 
work. He’s a writer’s writer. 

Waldrop has various works in progress, 
one of which will be published in Lady 
Churchill’s Rosebud Wristlet. 

Just before we said goodbye, I asked him 
if he’s happy and satisfied whatever that 
might mean. 

“Well, I’m still upright. I can say that 
much.” ■

Smells Uke Team Spirit 

Hyde Park Theatre’s fun, real, moving The Wolves zeroes 
in on the best part of playing a sport: being on a team

Traditionally, athletes and theatre geeks 
are oil and water, but I have a confession to 
make. Before I found my way to Ms. Tolle- 
son’s theatre room in 10th grade, I was 
a softball junkie - pitcher, first base, 
and power hitter (not bragging, but 
totally bragging). The apex of my brief 
sports career consisted of winning 
second place in the state of Texas 
with my team, the Temple Hustlers 
(GO HUSTLERS!) in a tour¬ 
nament that culminated in 
an adrenaline-sucking past 
midnight double-header 
with the El Paso Lions, who 
only won because they 
were using trick pitches, but I’m not bitter. 

However, any teenager on an athletic team 
can tell you that while the game consumes 
most of your energy, what happens off the 
field can be infinitely more interesting and 
important. The Wolves, Hyde Park Theatre’s 
newest offering, is a do-not-miss story about 
a girl’s indoor soccer team that takes you 
through their season sans actual sports and 
instead focuses on the team in the moments 
before and after their games. 

And these ladies have a lot going on. 
Scouts are coming. Nationals are in Miami, 
and everyone is super pumped to go. There’s 


a cold being passed around. There’s a weird 
new girl this year who lives in a yurt and is 
a complete soccer prodigy, even though she 
says she’s never played before. There’s a 
girl on the team who still wears pads. 
Another one might have gotten an 
abortion. The team captain’s being a 
complete hardass. And if that wasn’t 
enough, the goalie’s performance 
anxiety has been manifesting itself 
in the form of complete 
silence interspersed with 
projectile vomiting. 

With the Southwest 
premiere of The Wolves, 

HPT Artistic Director 
Ken Webster (along with assistant director 
Rosalind Faires) has created an acting ensem¬ 
ble that must be seen to be believed. Over the 
course of 90 uninterrupted minutes, this group 
of incredibly talented women (Kelsey Buckley, 
Adrian Collins, Sydney Huddleston, Maria 
Latiolais, Anikka Lekven, Estrella Saldana, 
Bridget Sievers, Shonagh Smith, Kenzie 
Stewart, and Austin theatre veteran Rebecca 
Robinson) turn in some honest, powerful, and 
memorable performances. Extra kudos go to 
Lekven, who, despite her character’s silence, 
gives one of the deepest, funniest, and most 
moving performances of the evening.

In addition to superlative acting and direc¬ 
tion, The Wolves sports a script that is a 
complete slam-dunk. Sarah DeLappe’s flaw¬ 
less (and Pulitzer-nominated) text grows and 
shrinks just like real-time group conversation, 
constantly splitting into smaller simultane¬ 
ous sidebars that blossom back into group 
discussion. The gallery of characters is recog¬ 
nizable without being stereotypical, and while 
all the dull pink “likes” and “you knows” are 
present in the language that DeLappe uses, 
these girls are anything but teenyboppers. 
Yes, boys are mentioned, but this group of 
gals tends to trend less toward discussions 
of who-likes-who and more toward Armenian 
genocide or the Khmer Rouge of Cambodia. 
Furthermore, the play’s narrative structure is 


clean and smart, effectively taking the focus 
off of the “win/lose” aspect of athletics and 
instead zeroing in on the best part of playing 
a sport: being on a team. 

Add in Mark Pickell’s complete transforma¬ 
tion of Hyde Park’s iconic space into an indoor 
soccer stadium and Robert S. Fisher’s game- 
ready sound design, and you are set to channel 
your inner champion. From start to finish, The 
Wolves is theatre at its absolute best: honest, 
real, moving, and fun. At the very least, you are 
guaranteed to spend the rest of the evening 
thinking about those long-ago days of never- 
ending practices, stomach-turning nerves, the 
thrill of victory, the agony of defeat, and, of 
course, all the teammates you shared them 
with. Go see it, and GO HUSTLERS!

There’s a lot going on in the first scene of 
Harold Pinter’s 1979 Olivier Award winner for 
Best New Play. It seems, at first blush, like 
two stuffy Brits chatting over a drink. But as 
anyone familiar with Betrayal knows, we’re 
seeing the end of something: a reconcilia¬ 
tion of sorts, years after the end of the torrid 
affair through which the remainder of the play 
will take us in reverse. 

On the night I catch Filigree Theatre’s pro¬ 
duction at the Santa Cruz Center (the com¬ 
pany’s debut in Austin), there’s a lot going on 
in the first scene that shouldn’t be - most 
of it out of the actors’ hands: a line bobble 
here and there, a lighting instrument problem 
(fixed at intermission), a couple of latecom¬ 
ers knocking mid-scene on the “front door” 
of the building (actually downstage left of the 
set), and an audience not quite sure yet if 
Pinter is a playwright at whose words you’re 
allowed to laugh, causing some pacing issues 
from the get-go. 

I do love an underdog, though. Once the 
engine is warmed up and the kinks worked 
out, director Elizabeth V. Newman’s studied 
and steady cast delivers a solid performance, 
exploring the toll on the human psyche born 
of illicit choices. 

David Moxham plays Jerry, a London liter¬ 
ary agent engaged in an affair with his best 
friend’s wife. Moxham brings a nervous 
energy to the character - Jerry’s neediness 
is downplayed in favor of an unearned smug¬ 
ness at the cuckolding to which he is party. 
It’s a bold choice, and Newman is right to 
have her actor explore it, as it changes the 
landscape of the play in a compelling way. 

As Emma, gallery owner and other half of the 
longtime tryst, Emily Rankin is quiet but point¬ 
ed; an aura of crisp dignity surrounds her 
as she negotiates her feelings in a refined 


manner. There’s an agency to this Emma not 
often found. And as Emma’s publisher hus¬ 
band Robert, J. Kevin Smith is the epitome 
of “stiff upper lip,” dutifully composed even 
in his discovery of his friend and wife’s ... er, 
betrayal. Felix Alonzo also provides welcome 
comic relief to an otherwise tense scene as a 
waiter just a pratfall shy of slapstick. 

The dialect work is near flawless, and it 
speaks volumes to coach Bernadette Nason’s 
work that, although I’d skimmed the program 
and read that one of the two main male 
actors was a genuine Brit, I couldn’t remem¬ 
ber which it was. (Spoiler alert: It’s Moxham.) 

The set and props were designed by 
Newman and producer Stephanie Moore, 
to mostly wonderful effect. The set is wide 
and open, making great use of space, with 
nearly every scene pre-set at once, freneti¬ 
cally shifting with lighting changes to create 
self-contained moments onstage, clearly 
defined as their own worlds. The back wall is 
an impressive collage of pages, illustrations, 
and columns of books, surrounding the char¬ 
acters in a world of language so well-used 
by the playwright. When a set change must 
occur, however, they run a bit long and drag 
the momentum down, though we are treated 
to some lovely period-appropriate tunes in the 
interval. 

Perfected “Pinter pauses” and all, 

Newman and her cast take a well-known 
script, often derided for its problematic 
misogyny and cavalier attitude toward spou¬ 
sal abuse (a particular line is addressed 
in the program), and show us a side of 
adultery we may not often consider. Are we 
in control of who we love, and are we even 
conscious of it? And in the end, toward for 
whom is the betrayal most bitter: our part¬ 
ners or ourselves? - Shanon Weaver 
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A new October 

residency is creep- 
ing and crawling all over 
Cheer Up Charlies. Caleb 
De Casper, Austin’s piano¬ 
playing singer/songwriter/ 
performer, will host horror 
cabaret every Sunday, 
complete with costumes, 
local performers (such as 
Gretchen Phillips and Total 
Unicorn), and he might also 
eat your heart out - liter¬ 
ally. He tells the Gay Place 
he’s been labeled “shock 
rock” because “I sometimes 
eat raw hearts onstage or 
pull my face off at the end of 
the performance, revealing a 
horror underneath.” He adds, 

“I also frequently bleed during 
my sets.” But to Casper it’s 
not shock, it’s performance 

art. All of which he does in _ 

high heels and backwards ... 
or was that Ginger Rogers? Either way, Casper 
enjoys the frills and fishnets of gender-f*cking 
while onstage adorned with “horror glam” 
makeup - a custom that began with his mu¬ 
sic career in North Carolina. Of the only state 
that’s successfully passed a bathroom bill, 
Casper says: “There’s a real hatred for people 
who deviate from gender norms - there, the 
punkest thing that you can do is to be a 
boy singing songs about boys while wearing 
fishnets and evening gowns.” Even in Austin, 
Casper’s work promises something new and 
unrestrained. What better time to embrace 
the queer macabre than Halloween?

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“FOOL’S ROMANCE/BOOKS FROM AEROMOTO”

The “Fool’s Romance/Books From 
Aeromoto” exhibition at UT’s Visual Arts 
Center feels like the mixture of two kinds 


of organized chaos: that of an adoles¬ 
cent bedroom and that of a marketplace. 
There are makeshift shelves and seating 


arrangements propped up by cinder blocks, scat¬ 
tered croppings of various potted green plants, 
brightly colored posters wallpapering entire walls, 
hammocks slung in a corner, and clusters of peo¬ 
ple shuffling through stacks of books and paper. 
The space is an extension of Mexico City venture 
Aeromoto, which describes itself as a public art 
library and community space. 

The controlled chaos reminds me of striking 
first responder images recently coming out of 
Aeromoto’s hometown following Mexico City’s 
costly earthquake. Lines of people passing 
along buckets and chunks of concrete to clear 
rubble, an expanding wave of hands shooting up 
to signal the need for silence as responders lis¬ 
ten for signs of life, another wave of extended 
hands passing along stretchers of the rescued. 
The camaraderie is of a kind with what Aeromoto 
aims to provide in Mexico City and in its trans¬ 
planted space in Austin, what it describes as 
the pursuit of a “life of shared resources and 
tools for liberation.” 

The exhibition blends binaries like public and 
private, comfort and hardness. Stacks of pillows 
pile up around stacks of concrete bricks. Parts of 
the area are cordoned off, little spots of intimacy 
replicated in some of the abundance of reading 
material. A handmade birthday card written in 
Spanish and spritzed with perfume feels for a 
second like a revelatory secret only to be spoiled 
later by the instructions of a mini-installation ask¬ 
ing participants to stick their nose into the books 


hanging from the ceiling and inhale. And this is 
all right to the point: The reimagination of public 
literary and artistic spaces takes specific aim at 
encroaching privatization. 

Its playful, interactive approach in doing so 
reminds me of Yoko Ono’s instruction paintings, 
which similarly broach the distance between 
the conceptual and the material. Her PAINTING 
FOR THE SKIES instructs: “Drill a hole in the 
sky. Cut out a paper the same size as the hole. 
Burn the paper. The sky should be pure blue.” 
Compare that to the final sentence of a poster I 
took from the VAC, designed by Celia Shaheen: 
“When you’re finished with a book, give it a new 
hiding place.” A point of difference, though, is 
Shaheen’s instructions (and others around the 
space) are accompanied with the necessary 
materials for completion. Moving from concept to 
reality is a struggle for anti-capitalist groups and 
projects at large, but “Fool’s Romance/Books 
From Aeromoto” presents a chilled-out microcosm 
of the idealistic. 

The show notes offer a definition: “Aeromoto is 
an airquake.” A tremor in the air. Their opening in 
Austin arrived the evening before a powerful after¬ 
shock in Mexico City echoed the initial quake. 
Here and there, they offer a vision for (re)building 
that seizes the spirit of collective action seen in 
the recovery response and argues that zeal in 
sharing space and resources can be prompted 
by not only anguish and destruction but also by 
delight and creativity. - MelanyJean

John Wayne’s head fills a corner in the back of the library at 
Lubbock Christian University in Lubbock, smirking at the students 
with their noses in books ignoring him. 

The sandstone boulder used to create the sculpture of the movie 
star was once in danger of falling onto the Pacific Coast Highway near 
Pacific Palisades, Calif. Before it could do any harm, the Los Angeles 
County highway department removed the rock from its precarious 
perch. Australian sculptor Brett-Livingstone Strong purchased the hefty 
stone for $100 and began chipping away. In 1979, the year Wayne 
died, Tom Murphy purchased the art reportedly for $1 million to display 
it at Grauman’s Chinese Theatre in Hollywood for a year. 

The carving of the rugged actor languished in storage for 11 years 
until the Arizona real estate magnate donated it to LCU in 1991. No 
one has explained exactly why Murphy picked the small High Plains 
college for the gift. 

Around 7.5 feet tall, the head of the Duke might seem like an odd 
addition to a Christian school’s library, but the administration repurposed 
the sculpture to match their mission. The school renamed the art Spirit 
of Independence in honor of the God-fearing pioneer character exhibited 
by Wayne who was “so instrumental in building the South Plains.” 

John Wayne’s head is in the Moody Library/Mabee Learning Center 
on the LCU campus at 5601 19th St. in Lubbock, about a mile east of 
Loop 289 West. The library is open Mon.-Thu., 8am-12mid; Fri., 8am- 
6pm; Sat., 10am-6pm; and Sun., 2pm-12mid during the school year.

The UT Longhorns had the first blemish on their perfect season Sunday, as they were 
held to a scoreless draw at Oklahoma, despite holding the Sooners without a shot on goal 
and rattling two shots off the woodwork.

Lots of international news this week, and it’s not all World Cup qualifying, where 
more than half of the field for next summer’s tournament will be decided over the next six 
days, in 92 games across all five major continents. 

Closest to home, the U.S. hosts Panama this Friday, Oct. 6 (6:30pm on ESPN2 and 
Univision Deportes) in the biggest game they’ve played in years. Panama have never quali¬ 
fied for the WC; they will probably clinch a spot at Russia 2018 with an upset win in 
Orlando. Win or lose, though, U.S. chances will come down to the group finale at 7pm 
Tuesday in Trinidad; that game is only available on DirecTV and BeIN Sports. The U.S. cur¬ 
rently sits in fourth place in the six-team group. As it stands, they’re in line for an inter¬ 
continental playoff series in November against either Syria or Australia (the Asian fifth- 
place team) for the last spot in the 32-team field. Two wins would lift them to third, avoid¬ 
ing the playoff, but anything less than that leaves them in danger of dropping to fifth and 
out altogether... WCQ wraps up as well in Europe, South America, and Asia this week. 
Multiple European games are airing each day, Thu.-Tue., on Fox Sports 1 and 2, ESPN 
Deportes, and Fox Deportes at 11am and 1:45pm, and many more are available on 
ESPN3 and other streaming sites. Some African and South American games are on BeIN.

Meanwhile in Catalonia: Voters went for secession 
from Spain by 90% in a disputed referendum Sunday; the 
region has been torn by riots, federal police violence, and 
a massive general strike since then, and may declare inde¬ 
pendence any day now, and the turmoil has played out in 
the soccer world as well. Barcelona strongly supports 
Catalan independence (unlike crosstown rivals Espanyol), 
and Barca star Gerard Pique, a longtime defensive stal¬ 
wart for Spain, has been booed by Spanish fans and talk¬ 
ed of retiring ahead of these upcoming WCQ games. Meanwhile, Barca was forced by the 
Spanish league to host a game in an empty stadium during last week’s unrest, and has 
been notified they’ll no longer be welcome in La Liga if secession goes through.

When it comes to sour and salty brews, Texas goes to ll

Some craft beer enthusiasts will argue that the gose (“GO-zuh”) - a sour and salty brew 
originating in 16th century Goslar, Germany - is once again gaining popularity merely 
because of its obscurity Why would anyone intentionally inoculate beer with bacteria, sour¬ 
ing the flavor, and then add salt? Our Socratic response: Do you lick every last grain of salt off 
the rim of your margarita? Do you ask for three extra limes in your vodka tonic? Do you feel 
that no floating trip is complete without Twang? If so, the highly sessionable gose just might 
be your new favorite beverage, and 10 Texas breweries are offering their interpretations. 


LITTLE GOSE 

3.5% ABV, Blue Owl Brewing (Austin) 

Austin’s all-sour brewery takes inspiration from 
the summer cocktail - freshly zested tangerines 
and just-picked Thai basil are prominent in each 
sip. Visit the East Austin brewery to try it on tap. 

SILLY GOSE 

5% ABV, Community Beer Co. (Dallas) 

Community’s gose stays traditional with notes 
of coriander and sea salt, but the crisp brew also 
has hints of apricot and tangerine. 

ODE TO AUSTIN 

4.6% ABV, Independence Brewing Co. (Austin) 

Peach puree gives this brew inspired by 
Ode Brewing in El Paso a subtle fruit flavor, and 
Himalayan pink sea salt keeps it true to style. Head 
to the South Austin taproom for a taste, or look for 
it at Whip In and Spokesman Coffee. 

THAT GOSE FOR ALL Y’ALL 

3.7% ABV, Infamous Brewing Co. (Austin) 

Spend the day on Lake Travis and then head 
to the Hudson Bend taproom to hydrate with this 
mildly sour, moderately salty concoction.

4.5% ABV, Jester King Brewery (Austin)

This one pairs well with 
gyros and tzatziki, or Camembert cheese. The 
experimental brew is available only on draft, and 
has been spotted locally at the Whole Foods at 
Arbor Trails. 


THE SALTY LADY 

5.2% ABV, Martin House Brewing Co. (Fort 
Worth) 

Himalayan pink salt and coriander complement 
this lemony infusion. It’s the perfect companion to 
a warm night at the BYOB Peter Pan Mini-Golf. 

QUEEN OF THE MIST

Dear Glutton, 

My partner and I are looking to expand our date 
nights at Sizzler routine by going out to fancy 
Austin dinners a few times a month (no shade to 
Sizzler; that salad bar is amazing). She moved here 
from Utah to be with me, and 
I want to show her the bright 
lights. The only problem is, I’m in 
graduate school and we’re on a 
pretty restricted budget. Where 
are some good places in town to 
have a nice, fancy-feeling meal 
on a Sizzler budget? Help these 
broke girls out! - Budget Lovers 

Dear Broke Girls, 

Let’s skip the obligatory 
grad student jokes (which are 
emotionally difficult for me, because we are, after 
all, the worst people) and simply acknowledge 
that this rather delightful problem - being young, 
in love, and interested in expanding your palate 
beyond what chain restaurants have to offer - is 


more universal than you might think. Even certi¬ 
fied grownups with jobs want to take their sweetie 
out for a night on the town without breaking the 
bank. For much of America, midlevel chain restau¬ 
rants are an affordable way to do that. So while I 
admire your commitment to the 
great American institution that is 
the Sizzler salad bar (shout-out 
to my fellow Slums of Beverly 
Hills fans), I think it’s wise to rec¬ 
ognize Austin as a city with much 
more to offer than reasonably 
priced steaks and free refills on 
fountain sodas. 

In the pursuit of affordable 
fine dining, your best friend is the 
tasting menu. This sounds a little 
counterintuitive, I’ll admit. When 
we think of tasting menus, we have this image of 
some fancy dude nibbling at plate after plate of 
jewel-like vegetables, or enjoying the omakase at 
Uchi - both wonderful options to celebrate your 
ship coming in (and publishing that dissertation). 


Tasting menus were originally introduced as a 
low-priced method of pawning off excess ingredi¬ 
ents. Other countries are better at honoring those 
humble origins than we are here in the United 
States, where prix fixe menus are usually priced 
sky-high and reserved for holidays, but if you do a 
little research, they can be an excellent option. 

So, let’s assume you’re on board with this. 
You’re wearing your one elbow-patch-free jacket; 
your shoes are shined. You’re ready for an afford¬ 
able night on the town. Austin is home to many 
great prix fixe menus offered one night a week, or 
irregularly throughout the month. (Olive & June, 
with their three-course Sunday night chef’s menu, 
is my favorite one from that camp.) As a confirmed 
buffet enthusiast, however, I expect you’d be more 
interested in a more expansive, anything-goes 
style of prix fixe dining. 

Cafe Josie’s ridiculously opulent approach to 
all-you-can-eat prix fixe, which they (somewhat 
dramatically) refer to as “The Experience,” per¬ 
fectly fits the bill. For just $45, you can eat as 
much as you want from their chef’s tasting menu. 



Obviously, how good a deal this is depends on how 
much you and your partner are physically capable 
of consuming, but as lifelong salad bar enthusiasts, 
I have total faith in your abilities. Cafe Josie’s menu 
covers enough ground that you both will walk away 
satisfied - everything from the requisite fancy 
macaroni & cheese (featuring bacon onion jam, 
natch), to the more unexpected items like sweet 
potato hummus with spicy dill yogurt, and smoked 
chicken served with green scallion pancakes and 
oyster sauce. These country-hopping, flavor- 
mashing combinations will make you happy you 
branched out and tried something new.

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Farm to Marketplace 

Will local producers keep the attention of the Goliath of grocery efficiency?

When Amazon acquired Whole Foods in 
August for $13.7 billion, scrutiny about the 
consequences of implementing the distri¬ 
bution giant’s model over that of a tradi¬ 
tional supermarket skirted around one 
aspect: What effect will price cuts have on 
local suppliers? 

In the grocery industry, innovative com¬ 
petition has been lagging, and few techno¬ 
logical advances have been introduced to 
alter the service chain hierarchy Amazon, 
however, is striving to fundamentally 
change this structure - perhaps, in 
part, because some estimates are 
showing $668 billion in opportunity 
for them to harness, according to the 
Food Marketing Institute. 

The problem with implementing 
efficiency at all costs - Amazon-style 
- is that it hasn’t always benefited 
local businesses or the types of small- 
producer products that make Whole 
Foods a bastion of local products. In 
fact, a quick search on Amazon Prime 
Pantry for “artisan” or “local” food 
products only returns a few dozen 
items including Burt’s Bees and Red 
Vines licorice - neither fitting the bill. 

Pete Svehla, wholesale manager for 
Johnson’s Backyard Garden and a 
former employee of Whole Foods, 
says that Amazon’s cost-cutting, glob¬ 
al mindset hasn’t changed as it begins 
to integrate its model into the grocery 
chain that has historically advocated 
for local producers. “They mentioned 
that there was going to be a policy 
coming up soon for when we send [an 
order] to their distribution center: 

Once it’s received, if we are off by 1 
pound, everything gets sent back. 

And that is very, very hard because 
we are dealing with perishable prod¬ 
ucts,” he explained. He believes that 
these rules are being set to dissuade 
local farmers and encourage high- 
volume producers to supply the store. 

Very little about Amazon is local, 
and a glance at their mission state¬ 
ment makes that clear. According to 
their website, their vision is to “build 
a place where people can come to 
find and discover anything they 
might want to buy online.” 
Conversely, Whole Foods purports the ethos 
of purchasing regionally to give individual 
stores the autonomy to forge relationships 
with local suppliers and “bring the highest 
quality food to our customers,” said John 
Mackey, Whole Foods Market co-founder 
and CEO in a statement on August 24, 
regarding the Amazon merger. 

This demand for the “highest quality 
food,” however, is showing unintended con¬ 
sequences. “They’re demanding produce 
with no blemishes, no discoloration - almost 


extra-perfect produce,” says Svehla. “So it’s 
harder to meet their expectations with the 
quality they want and the quantity and at 
the same time wanting some of the cheapest 
prices.” Instead, Whole Foods seems to be 
finding their ideal products across borders. 
Svehla noted that increasingly products that 
were labeled “local” also included fine print 
which stated “made in Mexico.” Not only 
does this practice chafe against the values 
that Whole Foods has traditionally upheld, 
but, according to a May report by The

Washington Post - which Amazon owner Jeff 
Bezos owns - sourcing organic food from 
overseas is a practice that dilutes organic 
standards. The Post reported “the pesticide 
residue results that were obtained by the 
Post also indicate that enforcement of ‘USDA 
Organic’ rules for pesticides are uneven and 
possibly arbitrary, with results depending on 
the inspection agency.” 

It’s not all about Amazon, though. The 
shift toward a more centralized model 
began last year when Whole Foods elimi¬ 


nated around 2,000 jobs, integrated auto¬ 
mation for stocking shelves, and moved all 
its nonperishable buying to the Austin, 
Texas, headquarters. Although he agreed 
that 2016 saw some significant changes, 
Dan Gillotte, chief executive grocer at 
Wheatsville Food Co-op, argued that the 
path was laid almost a decade ago. Whole 
Foods, he explained, had an initial push 
toward centralization that caused a multi¬ 
tude of local producers to be forced out. “I 
expect that, potentially, what happened a 
number of years ago could occur 
again,” said Gillotte. He also noted 
that although Amazon’s involve¬ 
ment is likely to exacerbate the 
problem, he has not yet seen any 
specific cases. 

Amazon has made its fortune by 
selling products at sharply discount¬ 
ed prices while driving the bulk of 
their revenue through membership 
and other provided services like 
Amazon Video, Kindle E-readers and 
books, and Amazon Music. Gillotte 
observed that if past behavior is pre¬ 
dictive, and Amazon translates this 
model to the fresh grocery industry, 
it will begin to pull individual local 
producer threads from the fabric of 
Whole Foods suppliers. “It appears 
that Amazon doesn’t need to make a 
profit, so it makes them extremely 
hard to compete with,” he said. 

Such a move could also boost 
large, industrialized organic opera¬ 
tions - a further detriment to small 
and midsized suppliers. When asked 
about the potential of this happening 
considering Amazon’s reputation, 
Brooke Buchanan, the senior VP of 
communications for Whole Foods, 
| said, “We will continue to source 
« from local and small producers in 
| stores across the country.” 

Svehla argues that consolidation 
will be the only way for local produc¬ 
ers to survive. “I see local farms 
merging themselves together to 
become big enough to be able to sup¬ 
ply. It’s getting to that point where 
local farming is probably not going to 
survive for Whole Foods because the 
[individual farms’] operations just are 
not big enough,” he said. 

However, the real harm from this purchas¬ 
ing consolidation will come if Amazon push¬ 
es for price concessions on top of Whole 
Foods’ already low margins that leave pro¬ 
ducers few choices other than to compromise 
on food quality and environmental standards 
in order to continue to offer their products at 
the country’s largest organic retailer. 

Svehla describes the financial struggle 
that local producers are facing when sup¬ 
plying Whole Foods, saying, “What I’m see- 
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ing so far is that the demand for our pro¬ 
duce to go into Whole Foods is still the 
same. But they’re expecting lower prices 
when we’re already trying to match a 45 
percent margin just so we’re profitable.” 

Other local producers are more optimis¬ 
tic. One local farm, who did not wish to be 
named, observed that a profit margin reduc¬ 
tion is certainly possible if Amazon chooses 
to centralize its buying, but that it will be 
incredibly difficult to do so with perishable 
commodities. Nevertheless, if it does occur, 
the farm representative said that there 
won’t be a lot of room to reduce prices. 

Despite the worry that many local produc¬ 
ers are experiencing, there are promising 
signs that Whole Foods might stay true to its 
roots as an advocate for local farms. Most 
notably, Rachel Malish, another public rela¬ 
tions spokesperson from Whole Foods, said 
that there was no intention in slowing down 
the search for new products and offering 
financial support through their internal loans 
program. “We don’t currently have plans to 
change the Local Producer Loan Program. 
We continue to accept and review applica¬ 
tions and have given more than $22 million 
in low-interest loans since 2007,” she said. 

Svehla, on the other hand, remains insis¬ 
tent that the core values of support and 
financial aid are more of just a facade at this 
point. “Now being on the outside, one of 
their core values is to support micro-loans. 
We’re seeing the prices they’re getting for 
whole trade; the price that they’re paying is 
ridiculous,” he said. 

This price reduction trend does not seem 
to be stopping with Whole Foods. “In gen¬ 
eral, we’re finding pressure on price regard¬ 
less of whether Whole Foods and Amazon 
are going to be pressing price or not. We’ve 
been working on lowering our prices for the 
past few years because we recognize that 
people are looking to save wherever they 
can,” said Gillotte. Even Svehla agreed that 
being asked to reduce the price is a fairly 
common practice that local producers are 
willing to accommodate, but that there are 
limits. He explained that after meeting with 
Whole Foods buyers post-acquisition, “We 
[JBG] can’t make it work with Whole Foods 
with our current prices.” 

Svehla says the question now appears to 
be, “How low can you go?” ■

LOCAL WEBSERIES HIGHLIGHTS THE STRUGGLE 

OF THE EVERYDAY byKahronSpearman 


The late September premiere of local direc¬ 
tor B.B. Araya’s self-assured and markedly 
entertaining narrative short film series, We 
Are, presented positively tangled emotions for 
many in attendance that evening at the North 
Door. To begin with, that the upstart series of 
mostly women of color exists, and has gained 
significant fanfare coming out of Austin, is a 
small wonder and a welcome sight. 

We Are features seven women of color, 
including black and Latinx, in exceedingly 
human, nuanced look-ins into their various 
stages of existence and emotional develop¬ 
ment, with Austin as the backdrop. There are 
crises of artistic confidence, true-to-life bouts 
with self-doubt, and vulnerability within an 
assortment of relationships. 

The viewer can see these women coping 
with change and living authentically, in ways 
not typically appreciated - or acknowledged - 
in the mainstream. 

The six-part series eschews stereotype, 
while also side-stepping the well-trodden trap¬ 
pings of comedic bluster and the “huge dra¬ 
matic situation,” as filmmaker Araya refers to 


it. Gone is forcefulness of nailing the joke 
for the sake of it, without first grounding the 
humor into a particular truth. 

“Throughout history, if you see a black or 
brown woman on the screen, they are usually 
dealing with life-or-death types of situations, but 
some of us are more fortunate in that our strug¬ 
gles are internal,” says the Dallas native. “We 
have mental health issues, and we have angst 
about our artistry and things of that nature, so 
we wanted to highlight the struggles, the little 
mundane things that happen every day.” 

It stars a talented ensemble cast that 
includes Evelyn Ngugi (Evelyn From the 
Internets), Ngozi Kim (YouTube’s GoziTV), the 
Prague-bound artist Alyssa Dillard, Ronnita L. 
Miller (Araya’s “Beta”), Andie Flores (creator 
of the award-winning Doper Than Dope 
series), Taji Senior ( Doper Than Dope), and 
Xaria Coleman (improv troupe Damn Gina). 

Scheduling was the initial challenge for 
Araya and the series’ producers, Tamar 
Price (full disclosure: The Austin Chronicle's 
digital coordinator) and Jessica Vasami 
(Rooster Teeth Productions). The women 



used vacation hours from their day jobs to 
finish production. The three, and cinematog¬ 
rapher E.J. Enriquez, planned months ahead, 
working around the actors’ schedules. 

“We have different strengths, and we were 
doing a lot of meetings, just trying to make sure 
that things were going to go smoothly because 
we knew the pace at which we had to move,” 
says Araya. “We shot over 40 pages in five days.” 

East Austin haunts and various Austin- 
based musical acts, including pop/soul artist 
Mobley and rap outfit Magna Carda, are 
heavily featured. Araya says the cast co-wrote 
much of the series, which lent significantly to 
the authenticity and furthered encourage¬ 
ment toward artistic leaps. 

“We’re here to take risks,” she says. “We’re 
making art. This isn’t rocket science; we’re not 


operating on people. We’re just messing around 
with art, and I wanted everyone to feel that they 
could take risks and we could mess up, but ulti¬ 
mately we were just trying to tell the truth.” 

The YouTube channel of HBO’s Insecure 
co-creator and lead actor Issa Rae picked 
up the series for broadcast on Sundays. 

For Araya, the visibility within and outside 
of Austin is her primary goal. 

“I think success for this series is just get¬ 
ting eyes on it and show people, ‘We’re here, 
we made this, and we’re out here creating, 
and we have a lot more to give.’ I want it to 
resonate with folks and make them feel less 
alone.” ■

Subdued Chaos 

ASSESSING THIS YEAR’S TUMULTUOUS FANTASTIC FEST by Richard Whittaker 


For 13 years, Fantastic Fest, the Alamo 
Drafthouse’s signature film festival, has been 
a flag-bearer for global genre cinema. In the 
wake of a week of stellar films and shocking 
accusations, its reputation is more complex. 

The allegations were ugly. First, it was 
revealed that Devin Faraci (former editor of 
the Drafthouse’s Birth.Movies.Death online 
arm and magazine) was quietly rehired after 
quitting in the wake of sexual harassment 
and assault claims. Then the festival severed 
all links with co-founder Harry Knowles 
when similar complaints emerged about him. 
Questions were quickly raised about when 
festival and Drafthouse founder Tim League 
learned of these accusations, and why he 
had not responded sooner. 

The charges came soon after Cinefamily, a 
major venue in Los Angeles’ indie film scene, 
suspended operations after similar allegations 
against their senior personnel. Were these iso¬ 
lated incidents, people wondered, or is some¬ 
thing critically wrong with modern film culture? 

For some attendees, the allegations were 
shocking, but not surprising. Faraci’s return 
was blamed on the Drafthouse’s culture of 
insiders, while Knowles’ personality and lack 
of professionalism were common knowledge

in Austin film circles. Even the festival 
seemed to be coasting on a well-deserved 
reputation: The bookings were strong, but 
events often seemed slapped together. The 
lack of a singular festival director, especially 
with some staff either pulling double duties 
or officed overseas, led to late announce¬ 
ments and a confused vision. Sometimes it 
seemed Fantastic Fest embraced its mantra 
of “Chaos Reigns” a little too tightly. 

As the festival began, the women of the 
management team - most notably programmer 


Annick Mahnert and executive director Kristin 
Bell - were given more public roles. At 
the same time, familiar faces were absent. 
League spent the week in Kansas City, 
having dialogues with his staff. Faraci and 
Knowles were both gone, and not missed. 
Other regulars boycotted the event, like film 
critic Scott Weinberg and producer Todd Brown 
(who quit his role as international film pro¬ 
grammer). Meanwhile, film historian Grady 
Hendrix canceled two scheduled events, 
and that was just the start. Fox Searchlight 
withdrew opening night title Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri, while review aggre¬ 
gation site Rotten Tomatoes canceled their 
“Your Opinion Sucks” show. 

Attendees did not ignore the scandal, as 
seemingly every conversation turned back to 
it. Yet they were still there, and focused on 
the films. After all, most productions do not 
have the clout of a Three Billboards (which 
almost immediately was added to the Austin 
Film Festival slate). For a movie with zero 
push, on which the filmmakers had labored 
for literally years, this was their first and 
maybe only chance at exposure. 


From that position, this was a memorable 
year. Scottish zombie musical Anna and 
the Apocalypse warmed hearts, while fans 
embraced Mary and the Witch's Flower, a 
family-friendly anime from the team behind 
Studio Ghibli’s Spirited Away. There were also 
surprise hits, like stop-motion masterpiece 
Junk Head. Meanwhile Bodied, Joseph Kahn’s 
Eminem-endorsed ruthless cultural appropria¬ 
tion comedy, was both timely and incisive. 
Speaking of timely, the audience seemed 
primed for the appropriately named feminist 
rape-revenge drama Revenge. At other 
screenings, responses were rawer, such as 
when actor Terry Notary re-enacted a confron¬ 
tational scene from Oscar hopeful The Square, 
or the decision to screen Take It Out in Trade 
(a lost softcore flick by schlock legend Ed 
Wood) as an AGFA secret screening. 

With the festival over, now begins the soul- 
searching. Bell has already been announced 
as heading up a new advisory board. In the 
latest in a round of statements, League 
promised reform, telling attendees, “Recent 
perspective has made it clear that we didn’t 
always do the right thing, despite what we 
thought were good intentions.” 

The inevitable question now is what that 
right thing is, and what that means for the 
Drafthouse, and Fantastic Fest. ■

A Beautiful 
Bleakness 

Blade Runner 2049 is a mesmerizing sequel 
to the classic sci-fi film

It’s not often a studio rep reads a pointed, 
preshow directive from a filmmaker to the 
critics assembled to view the movie. 

Alfred Hitchcock warned audiences 
to please not give away the secrets 
of Psycho, but Denis Villeneuve’s 
orders were more succinct: Tell no 
one anything about the recur¬ 
sive, thoughtfully rich plot of 
his sequel to Ridley Scott’s 
1982 masterpiece. This was 
prescient on his part, because 
the moment you exit Blade 
Runner 2049, the urge to dis¬ 
cuss its labyrinthine, Russian 
nesting doll storyline - cred¬ 
ited to screenwriters Hampton Fancher and 
Michael Green - is immediate and profound. 
So I’ll just skirt around the edges of this 
remarkably smart and emotionally charged 
sequel and say that not only is it a worthy 
companion piece to the original, it’s even 
stronger and more assured in places. I’ll be

back watching it after it opens in theatres, 
just to kick back and let the experience - 
director of photography Roger Deakins’ 
vast, sumptuous visuals, Hans Zimmer 
and Benjamin Wallfisch’s mesmerizing 
score, and of course the tour-de-force 
performances from leads Gosling, 
Ford, and Ana de Armas. It’s 
that good (and I rarely watch 
new movies twice). 

What I can tell you is that 
the world in the year 2049 is 
exponentially worse than in 
Scott’s original, multicultural, 
neon- and rain-drenched loose 
adaptation of Philip K. Dick’s 
novel. The Tyrell Corporation, manufactur¬ 
ers of the renegade robotic replicants that 
cop Deckard - or blade runner in the film’s 
parlance - pursued is long gone, along with 
much of Los Angeles, the victim of a mys¬ 
terious “blackout” that has rendered the 
Bradbury Building and surround environs into 
a dusty orange hellscape. Gosling’s “K,” 
himself a replicant blade runner, continues

hunting down the scattered and hidden ren¬ 
egade “old models,” including, early on, the 
hulking Sapper Morton (played with grim, sor¬ 
rowful gravitas by Bautista), who’s now work¬ 
ing a farm in what appears to be the middle 
of a desert. It’s on that farm that K discov¬ 
ers a perplexing clue literally buried in the 
ground, which leads him into direct conflict 
with more powerful corporate interests. His 
boss at the LAPD, Lieutenant Joshi (Wright) 
urges him on even as other forces conspire 
to keep him from unraveling a secret that, in 
the words of one character, “will be the end 
of everything.” K is dogged in his pursuit of 
the truth because, he suspects, it may relate 
to him personally, and because he’s a stub¬ 
born cop in the manner of Deckard’s own 
post-neo-noir gumshoe. I’ll say no more. 

Blade Runner 2049 is chockablock with 
rich philosophical questions of what it means 
to be human and where the line between 
human and machine blurs into an unrecogniz¬ 
able haze. There are layers upon layers of 
subtext to dig through, but the film is never 
a slog even at over two-and-a-half hours. 
Deakins’ cinematography is achingly beauti¬ 
ful, so much so that many still images from 
the film wouldn’t look out of place hanging 


on your wall, and are almost certainly more 
eye-catching than anything you’ve got hanging 
there now. Coupled with Dennis Gassner’s 
magisterial production design and a score 
that both recalls Tangerine Dream’s original 
while still riveting in its own right makes the 
movie a genuinely immersive experience. I 
didn’t see it in 3-D or IMAX, but I suspect 
that viewing Villeneuve’s film in the latter 
might likely induce vertigo, given the mas¬ 
sive, throbbing canvas that Blade Runner 
2049 plays out against. 

Is it a perfect movie? Not quite. The mid¬ 
dle section drags a bit through no fault of the 
excellent performances, but ultimately it’s all 
of a piece, and the mid-mark pacing turns out 
to be a relatively minor quibble. Inarguably 
2049 is an intellectually challenging film that 
rewards viewers with a host of new and inter¬ 
esting ideas, vis-a-vis man and machine, past 
and future, and where “the self” resides. 

The long wait is over, and Villeneuve’s film 
rewards fans’ patience in all manner of ways.

Most Americans could tell you who Cesar 
Chavez was, if only because there’s hardly a 
town anywhere in the country that doesn’t have 
a street, school, or monument named after 
the labor organizer and founder of the United 
Farm Workers Union who, from the Sixties until 
his death in 1993, used the nonviolent tactics 
of marches, boycotts, and hunger strikes to 
champion civil liberties and protections for 
the country’s field workers, who were predomi¬ 
nantly Mexican-American. Chavez’s name is 
numero uno on any list of Chicano activists. 
But ask the same people to identify the work 
and legacy of Dolores Huerta, and you’ll be 
met by mostly blank stares. Those who do 
recognize her may regard her as Chavez’s pri¬ 
mary sidekick, or a labor co-organizer. Peter 
Bratt’s documentary about Huerta’s life sets 
out to correct that deferential impression, 
and claim her rightful legacy as an indefati¬ 
gable leader of the farm workers’ movement. 

Dolores Huerta is the kind of figure who 
can count on people as diverse as Carlos 
Santana, Hillary Clinton, Angela Davis, 
and Nancy Pelosi to sing her praises. She 
founded the farmworkers’ union with Chavez, 
and rallied tirelessly on its behalf. She was 
an outspoken activist and public speaker, 


as well as the mother of 11 children over 
the course of three relationships. She would 
regularly leave her children with friends and 
family to go off on marches or give speeches, 
making her pretty unconventional, even by 
Sixties standards. Her now-grown children are 
given a lot of space in the film to discuss the 
ill effects this type of parenting had on their 
development, even though they are proud of 
their mother’s achievements and understand 
her choices in retrospect. Their contributions 
help make Dolores a well-rounded look at 
the woman, presenting some of her flaws 
along with her remarkable accomplishments. 
Although Huerta lived her feminism, her 
embrace of that ideology came later in life, 
perhaps as she witnessed her legacy becom¬ 
ing obscured by the great shadow cast by 
Chavez and his memory. What’s clear is that 
after watching Dolores, this woman becomes 
an unforgettable figure in the annals of 
Mexican-American history, the workers’ rights 
struggles, and feminist legacies. Huerta, a 
Presidential Medal of Freedom recipient, is 
the living embodiment of a grassroots orga¬ 
nizer. She is the one who came up with the 
phrase, Sf, se puede, a phrase Barack Obama 
anglicized into “Yes, we can!”

FLATLINERS

Flatlining is a little bit like playing with a 
Ouija board: It opens a portal to all sorts of 
demons who might come along and mess 
up your life. Both offer a sort of payoff in 
knowing what is (or isn’t) waiting on the 
Other Side. Leave it to a group of cocky med 
students to take things a little too far, as 
they compete over who can stay dead the 
longest. That’s more or less the premise of 
1990’s Flatliners, which has been exhumed 
inexplicably for a shitty remake. (Reboot? 
Sequel? Whatever.) 

Ringleader Courtney (Page) casually enlists 
peers Jamie (Norton) and Sophia (Clemons) 
to help with her morbid experiment in a 
scene that feels rushed and weird. It has 
an amateurish acting class vibe: Clemons’ 
nail-biting reads weak and contrived; Norton 
brings zero charm to a character who is sup¬ 
posed to be some type of sexpot. Meanwhile, 
Mario (Dobrev) and Ray (Luna) are meant to 
provide some romantic friction, in that hate- 
you-but-really-love-you way, but they failed to 
convince me that they even like each other 
let alone want to get busy. Kiefer Sutherland 
(looking like someone dragged him out of a 
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crypt) has a small role as one of the teach¬ 
er/doctors, who may or may not be Nelson 
from the original, but there’s nothing story- 
wise that makes that connection. (Although 
there has been talk of a significant scene 
that was deleted because only the old people 
got it. ... Rude.) 

Although the new script notably adds some 
diversity to the roster, it otherwise follows 
nearly every original plot point, from the char¬ 
acters’ backstories to the soaring depictions 
of the afterworld (only this time with bad 
CGI, sterilized set-pieces, and smartphones). 
After the clique first starts taking turns at 
doing the death, they briefly develop super¬ 
powers, in a hitch that presents itself like a 
trap door - for one fleeting moment we could 
have had a very different film. Instead, the 
action resorts to cheap-shot scare tactics: 
eerie whispers, bloated ghosts, technology 
gone haywire, etc. This movie is what might 
happen if Grey's Anatomy crossed frequen¬ 
cies with What Lies Beneath, but that actu¬ 
ally sounds like it might be good, and this 
is not. Considering the other options on the 
horror menu at the multiplex right now, it 
was no wonder the theatre was empty. If you 
find Flatliners to be conceptually interesting 
(which it is), stay home and rent the original.

slightly more sober version of Jim Backus’ 
besozzled flyboy from It’s a Mad Mad Mad 
Mad World. And isn’t it just? Once up in the 
air, the storm changes direction, Bridges’ 
character suffers a coronary event of some 
sort, and before you can say Alive, we’re 
treated to the most bloodless and boring 
plane crash ever. And then there they are, 
two strangers meeting cute atop Mt. Doom, 
she with a broken leg and he with medical 
skills. Downward they go, encountering the 
usual perils faced during blustery, vertiginous, 
reverse mountaineering, all the while learn¬ 
ing more and more about each other - why 


keep secrets when you’re almost certain to 
die? - and generally having a rough time of it. 
Yet, given the setup, director Hany Abu-Assad 
simply can’t seem to build up much hardcore 
drama from a story that seems tailor-made 
for heartstopping peril and reckless romance. 
Both Winslet and Elba acquit themselves 
admirably, but the budding romance between 
the two ignites not so much as a flicker of 
interest from the audience, who, I noticed 
seemed to be checking their watches far too 
often for a movie about a plane crash and 
the ensuing travails of the survivors. The 
Mountain Between Us has a distinctly Lifetime 
movie vibe to it despite its game cast and 
Mandy Walker’s lovely cinematography. By the 
end of the film, this pair of mismatched lov¬ 
ers thrown together by fate and that goofy old 
Beau Bridges are no more credible nor even 
remotely interesting than they were as ticket 
counter strangers. Adding a Yeti to the mix 
would’ve at least livened things up a little.

BETWEEN US

The annoyingly coy title of this non-epic 
about two people trying to survive a private 
plane crash in the high Rockies while a 
passive sort of romance develops during 
the descent pretty much says it all while 
simultaneously offering nothing of any great 
interest, much like the entire movie. You’d 
think pairing Winslet and Elba and then forc¬ 
ing these two wildly gifted actors to ply their 
skills at 11,000 grueling feet atop an actual 
mountain in Vancouver, British Columbia, 
would produce more than this unfocused and 
borderline generic bit of survival theatre, but 
this is not the case. 

She’s Alex, a photographer late for a 
wedding, and he’s Ben, a pediatric surgeon 
racing to save a little boy’s life in New York 
City when the both of them are grounded by 
a severe winter storm. Dash it all! Extrovert 
Alex, for no apparent reason, approaches 
Ben with an offer: Why not pool their money 
and hire goofy old coot Beau Bridges and his 
trusty canine companion to fly them around 
the incoming storm? Well, for one, it’s crusty, 
twinkle-eyed Bridges, who comes off as a 
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The life story of Dolores Huerta, who fought for the human rights of 
workers alongside Cesar Chavez, and continues her fight to this day. 
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"Brilliant, buoyant, 
and ultimately 
heart-wrenching."

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their blow-dried manes and hind-quarter 
appliques signifying an old-school feminin¬ 
ity at quaint odds with other animated 
grrrl-power heroines today. Unless you’re 
already a pegasister or a brony, these fil¬ 
lies are an acquired taste. The second 
theatrical installment (31 years later!) in an 
entertainment franchise that began as an 
Eighties-era line of Hasbro toys, this inge¬ 
niously titled film features a familiar herd 
of characters: the squeaky-pitched Pinkie 
Pie (Libman), whose voice scales octaves 
like hooves on a chalkboard (warning: 
don’t bring a dog to this movie); the feisty 
show-off Rainbow Dash (Ball), whose spec¬ 
tacular aerial performance of kaleidoscopic 
color is a Gay Pride flag on steroids; and 
other members of the Mane 6, including 
country bumpkin Applejack (also Ball) and 
fashion-conscious Rarity (St. Germain), as 
well as the boy-dragon Spike (Weseluck), 
whose reptilian presence amongst these 
equine glitter critters is a bit of a mystery. 
Here, the galloping gals are on a mission 
led by the magical alicorn Twilight Sparkle 
(Strong), the Princess of Friendship, to save 
their homeland from the egomaniacally evil 
Storm King (Schreiber), encountering along 
the way a silky feline resembling a French 
Quarter pimp, an underwater seahorse 
princess with two pet mollusks named 
Shelly and Sheldon, and a pandemonium 
of parrot pirates enlisted to help fight the 
villains commanded by Tempest Shadow 
(Blunt), a mean-girl unicorn with a broken 
horn and broken heart. Inexplicably, three 
screenwriters receive credit for the script, 
which rehashes just about every MLP televi¬ 
sion episode and straight-to-video flick ever 
made. But die-hard fans won’t mind, as 
long as a color scheme of Easter egg hues 
dominates the screen and affirmations 
about sisterhood frequently resound in the 
language of Ponyspeak. Neigh, neigh. 

The jaunty score of musical numbers (yes, 
there are songs) sounds vaguely familiar 
and yet instantly forgettable. Its only con¬ 
tribution to the film is to extend its running 
length unnecessarily by about a quarter of 
an hour. Once (spoiler alert!) the bad guys 
are vanquished and harmony again reigns in 
Equestria, there’s time for one more show-

VICTORIA & ABDUL

There’s not a whole lot to Victoria & 

Abdul, but fans of stories about the royals 
should find their thirsts satisfied. Judi Dench 
reunites with her Philomena director Stephen 
Frears to play Queen Victoria in a tale that 
we’re told in a coy preface is “based on a 
true story ... mostly.” The film tells the story 
of the Queen’s platonic relationship with her 
Indian servant Abdul Karim (Fazal). The film 
shares many similarities with 1997’s Mrs. 
Brown, Dench’s earlier take on the widowed 
queen, who in that film takes a shine to a 
Scottish servant at Balmoral Castle. Both 
films are very circumspect and stingy with 
information about what made these uncon¬ 
ventional friendships tick. 

Abdul Karim, an Indian clerk in a prison in 
Agra, is sent to England, along with sidekick 
Mohammed (Akhtar), to present a ceremonial 
coin to the Queen. Instructed to not look 
directly at the Queen, Abdul flagrantly smiles 
at her and then falls to the floor to kiss 
her feet during the presentation. Obviously 


intrigued, Queen Victoria, who has tired of 
her royal duties, wants Abdul to teach her to 
speak and write Hindi, although he informs 
her that Urdu would be a more proper lan¬ 
guage for her to learn. Her palace staff and 
family are horrified by the inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship, but opprobrium bothers the Queen 
not a bit. This is where Dench’s imperious 
qualities come to the fore. 

There is a lot that could have been exam¬ 
ined regarding the British Empire and its 
spread of colonialism. Aside from Abdul’s 
natural desire to make the most of his 
opportunity, Lee Hall’s screenplay (based on 
a book by Shrabani Basu) reveals absolutely 
nothing about this Muslim man and what he 
thinks of the situation. Throughout the film, 
many of the Queen’s castles are visited, but 
they appear like catnip tossed out to devout 
royal watchers.

of movies from 1980- 
83. He returned for 
another three-year sur¬ 
vey in 2015, and now he wraps up the 
decade, starting with Drugstore Cowboy. Gus 
Van Sant’s 1989 tale of life and addiction in 
the Pacific Northwest was undoubtedly a pre¬ 
cursor to indie cinema’s resurgence in the 
Nineties, but also reveals that the Eighties 
still held space for rebels and renegades. 
Oliver Stone was busting into the multiplexes 
with politically charged screeds like Born on 
the Fourth of July. Meanwhile, more estab¬ 
lished arthouse names like Eric Rohmer 
(Boyfriends and Girlfriends), Barbet Schroeder 
(Barfly), and Wim Wenders (season closer 
Wings of Desire) were at the peak of their 
powers. Linklater said, “There’s never a total 
washout for cinema. There’s too many great 
artists worldwide making films.” 

Even big-studio directors had career high¬ 
lights, like John Huston’s melancholic adapta¬ 
tion of James Joyce’s “The Dead.” For 


another five underrated 
titles. However, that does 
not mean the archives of 
Reagan- and Bush-era cinema have been 
raided bare. “For every film we show,” 
Linklater added, “there’s five more that could 
fit easily into this series.” - Richard Whittaker

It is, from start to finish, a wholly unnerving exercise 
in distress, realized with explosive, exceedingly visceral 
panache by director of photography Matthew Libatique 
and production designer Andrew Weisblum, as well as an 
entirely game cast that ratchets up the slow-burn vibe of 
the movie into the realm of the mind-glowingly crazed. 
Discussing Mother!’s plot directly necessarily involves 
mentioning spoilers, but here’s what I can tell you without 
despoiling the actual experience of viewing the movie: A 
husband and wife, known only as Mother (Lawrence) and 
Him (Bardem), live alone and childless in a picturesque 
rural manse. He’s a poet of some sort and one day his 
work brings him unexpected fame, when a Man (Harris) 
and a Woman (Pfeiffer) arrive at the couple’s front door. 
Aronofsky’s film is a raging, hellbent-for-leather polemic, a 
heavily subtextual/allegorical story that has a helluva lot 
on its mind.

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A Music Snob’s 
Guide to ACL Fest 


Music snobs can’t wrap their heads 
around the scene at ACL Fest: flatfooted 
clans staking out real estate with lawn 
chairs, herds of frat boys in basketball jer¬ 
seys, and their collegiate counterparts lining 
up for Instagram photos inside the giant 
simulated picture frame near the Zilker Park 
entrance - hashtag #FestLife. 

For such segments of the local populous 
and many more, the city’s largest outdoor 
music festival, now in its 16th year, remains a 
quintessential Austin experience. By contrast, 
fanatics of Pitchfork-ian pedigree would more 
likely attend a Gathering of the Juggalos 
- ironically! - than be caught dead at a fes¬ 
tival perceived as safe, commercial music. 

For those of us with a superiority complex of 
musical sophistication, November’s Sound on 
Sound Fest hits the genre jackpot and ACL is 
simply where your dental hygienist will catch 
her favorite band: Foster the People. 

True, you can hardly blame homegrown 
tube socks for not getting erect over ever¬ 
present Californication funkies the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers or trouser rock convicts the 
Killers - the two highest-billed headliners 
on ACL Fest’s initial announcement. RHCP 
has become such a cultural punchline that 
Spider House hosts a Chili Peppers roast 
on Friday, complete with comedy, karaoke, 
and, perhaps, a Suck My Kiss-ing Booth. 

The Killers are so Aughties that frontman 
Brandon Flowers left them at home when 
he played solo at ACL Fest 2015. 

Of course the real headliners are Jay-Z, 
the Bruce Springsteen of rap, and Gorillaz, 
whose leader Damon Albarn practically 


invented indie rock credibility over the past 
quarter-century. The other main stage closer, 
hip-hop spark Chance the Rapper, topped 
Austin’s JMBLYA festival over the summer at 
Circuit of the Americas. 

Taken together, they accounted for a 
marked dip in interest for C3 Presents’ 
largest local event. Last year, which boasted 
both Kendrick Lamar and Radiohead, week¬ 
end one wristbands sold out in a single day. 
The year before, they went in eight. This year, 
it took 32. Weekend two wristbands remain 
on sale, as do day passes to Friday and 
Sunday this first weekend. On www.tickets 
now.com, C3 parent company Live Nation’s 
scalping market, ample weekend one passes 
remain available, some under face value. 

File that under “good news” for the every- 
man music fan who hasn’t secured entry yet, 
because you have more options than ever for 
a festival that usually sells out before most 
folks have a chance to digest the lineup. For 
that latter demographic in particular, our first 
weekend ACL supplement in this issue digs 
out dozens of acts currently unknown, but 
that in a matter of years will command later 
set times on the same stages. Remember 
ACL acts such as Charles Bradley, Valerie 
June, and Jidenna performing intimate sets 
before ascending bigger platforms? What 
about a nascent Kings of Leon at 11am on 
a Sunday morning for a couple hundred fans? 

To y’all gamers and music snobs in gener¬ 
al, here are a few underground artists, critical 
darlings, and breakout acts of tomorrow. 


BMI STAGE 


ACL Fest’s smallest platform remains an oasis of 
future stars. Last year, I had my mind blown by Texas- 
based Thai funk act Khruangbin. Previous iterations 
have welcomed Nikki Lane, LucyDacus, Catfish & 
theBottlemen, and Shakey Graves pre-breakout.

R.I.P. ROCK STAGE: ACL Fest’s layout has undergone a transfor¬ 
mation. The fest grounds are larger, now extending over Barton Springs 
Road, and several secondary stages, including the picturesque rock 
stage, have been moved - presumably to correct noise bleed issues.

said ACL Fest is going to be the “safest 
part of the city” due to officer pres¬ 
ence. At a press conference prompted 
by the mass shooting in Las Vegas at 
the Route 91 Harvest Festival, which is 
promoted by C3 partners Live Nation, 
he revealed that APD is re-evaluating 
security plans to look at nearby tow¬ 
ers in the case of a copycat terrorist.

Lovely Day 

Is ACL Fest first-weekender Mobley Austin’s Bill Withers? 



In fact, Watkins boasts an aptitude not unlike 
Withers: the ability to speak {and sing) 
hardship into manifest terms. 


A fter witnessing an electric perfor¬ 
mance, one ESPN music director 
requested that “post-genre pop” art¬ 
ist Mobley (Anthony Watkins II) remake 
Bill Withers’ “Lovely Day” for future pro¬ 
gramming. The simultaneously imposing 
yet understated Austin singer counted his 
blessings twice. 

“It’s a big opportunity,” he emphasizes. “I 
was like, ‘Yeah, I’ll do it.’ It’s ESPN. However, 
separate from that - and they didn’t know 
this - Bill Withers, for me, is the most impor¬ 
tant American songwriter, period.” 

That’s both high praise and a head-turn¬ 
ing admission considering Watkins’ pur¬ 
posefully nonspecific, endlessly variegated 
sonic amalgam. And yet, both Watkins’ and 
West Virginia native Withers’ existences 
run much closer in analog than they’d 
appear. Though the former admits the latter 
didn’t directly influence his output, a fun¬ 
damental connection lies in his identifica¬ 
tion with Withers’ experience turned musi¬ 
cal essence. 

In fact, Watkins boasts an aptitude not 
unlike Withers: the ability to speak (and 
sing) hardship into manifest terms. 

“He tapped into a distinctly American 
musical tradition and used that to explore 
distinctly American themes,” explains the 
local. “Obviously, he approached them in uni¬ 
versal ways, but it’s very particular to the tra¬ 
ditions and circumstances that gave rise to a 
Bill Withers, which are particularly American. 

“Regarding his most iconic songs, he has 
a way of writing a song that doesn’t feel like 
one person could’ve written it. When I 
heard ‘Lean on Me,’ it’s like I’ve always 
known that song, because it was passed 
down from generation to generation. It 
doesn’t seem like something someone wrote 
within living memory. 

“No joke at all, I think ‘Lean on Me’ 
should be the national anthem. It better lays 
out the kind of society that I would like to be 
a part of than ‘The Star-Spangled Banner.’” 

Product of a military background, Watkins 
doesn’t originate from a musical tradition, 
though he played violin as a child. Deeply 
religious Christians, his parents didn’t allow 
any secular music in the household. Though 
he discovered pop-punk and ska in his teen¬ 
age years, a James Taylor record was the first 
to which he knew all of the words. While 
earning a film degree from the University of 
North Carolina, he folded into his first-year 
curriculum an introduction to the Beatles. 

Subsequently, Watkins lost himself in the 
Liverpudlians’ catalog for months after¬ 
ward. Another British band, Coldplay, spe¬ 
cifically their first two offerings, also influ¬ 
enced his early songwriting. Even so, the 
young thirtysomething insists on never 
locking into a genre, actively choosing to 
spread himself out.

“I’m trying to be myself in any form, 
rather than getting good at any particular 
form,” he offers. “It’s taken five or six years 
to get the feeling I have now, where I have 
command over it. Even as it was happening, 
I knew it wasn’t iterative. I knew what I was 
trying to do, but I had to go around this 


track a bunch of times before I got there.” 

Blended bits of diverse genre influences - 
including slick soul, alt-rock, and contempo¬ 
rary pop inflections - were incorporated into 
2016’s Some Other Country, an introspective, 
low-key, and sociopolitical EP released last 
spring. The wide-ranging listening experi¬ 


ence and thematics are being blown up on 
forthcoming full-length Fresh Lies. As such, 
aside from a growing touring schedule, 
Watkins’ next album has his full attention. 

He approaches his new work through 
patchwork composition, revealing that he 
pens tracks, records them, then chops them 
into samples to inform the entire project. 
Harking back to the religious soulfulness of 
his musical upbringing, he says Fresh Lies 
is kinetic with chunky distortions and 
synths evoking broader, transcendent polit¬ 
ical thought via his lyrics. 

“I want to evoke these peak Motown 
sounds, and the Seventies black power 
movement,” he states. “I have this one song 
that’s pretty weird. As I was listening to the 
instrumental, I thought, ‘I don’t know how 
I’m going to get anybody to like this song.’ 
It’s all over the place, harsh at one point, 
and then it changes up. 

“However, then I put the melody on top of 
it and it made sense. The delight of pop 
music, in the process, is making the strange 
thing familiar, and the familiar thing strange.” 

For someone that’s a hit song or album 
away from mainstream success, Watkins 
remains remarkably casual about the possi¬ 
bility, not quick to celebrate his achieve¬ 
ments, his catalog, song placements, or 
burgeoning career prospects. When asked 
how he reflects on his craft as it relates to 
his potential and all-too-predictable turns of 
self-admiration, especially in the social 
media age, he’s magnanimous and philo¬ 
sophical. 

“You cannot operate without expressing 
ego. The world and society are set up in 
such a way that they’re very focused on the 
individual, focused on intellectual proper¬ 
ty,” he posits. “However, I think there can 
be a distance in the way that you conceive 
yourself and what you’re doing, and how 
you operate in the world. 

“Like, I don’t think of the songs I write as 
‘my songs.’ It’s like, ‘Who am I? I’m just this 
one person.’ Let’s just be real: This would 
not be possible without the work of tens of 
thousands, hundreds of thousands of indi¬ 
viduals. It’s just a quirk of our historical 
moment that the guy who wrote the soft¬ 
ware I wrote the song in doesn’t get credit. 
That’s just arbitrary.” 

Stepping up the emphasis on how discre¬ 
tionary creation is sometimes, Watkins ven¬ 
tures into artist accountability. 

“I’m willing to take responsibility if [the 
message] is wrong,” he says. “I’ll be the per¬ 
son to address and deal with that. However, 
determining if something is good? No, it’s 
just so much bigger than me. It’s hard for me 
to sit here, and say, ‘Oh yeah, that’s all me.’ 

“That’s how we talk about it, but that’s 
not the same as how it is.” ■

Mobley’s latest single, “Tell Me,” made the blog rounds 
thanks to a music video Billboard broadcast over the sum¬ 
mer. The lyrics separate the singer from the pack despite the 
song packing a big pop hook and sing-along-ready melody. 
As such, it’s easy to underestimate the seriousness of his 
message. The first verse describes people on the run. 


“There’s no time for talkin’, no time for talkin’. They’ll track us down 
if they see you got away.” 

Even the urgency, the hurriedness of his tone, indicates escape: 

"Right pacin’ left, the back roads are walkin’. If we just reach the crossin’, 
must reach the crossin’ before this county sees the light of day. ” 


Not unlike slaves of the antebellum South, where certain bound¬ 
aries could determine the vigor in which slave “patterrollers” would 
pursue runaways, those fleeing herein realize there’s a critical 
marker they must reach. A bit of genius, Mobley wrote the freedom 
song as a modern pop number, because black people, within par¬ 
ticular contexts, are still running. - K.S.

Wadada Leo Smith’s 
Ten Freedom Summers

It’s been quite a life for Wadada Leo Smith. 
Within the last few months alone, the 75-year- 
old trumpeter/composer and AACM veteran 
has garnered Best Jazz Artist, Best Trumpeter, 
and Best Jazz Album of the Year (for America's 
National Parks) in Downbeat Magazine's 65th 
annual Critics Poll. He was also voted 
2017 Musician of the Year by the Jazz 
Journalists Association. 

In the wake of these accolades, 
the Mississippi native returns to 
Austin via Epistrophy Arts to play the 
first portion of his spectacular mag¬ 
num opus, Ten Freedom Summers, a 
2013 Pulitzer Prize Finalist in Music. The 
multimedia project, a deeply moving Civil 
Rights tribute, comprises 24 compositions 
being divided among performances in Austin, 
Houston, New Orleans, and Tuscaloosa. The 
complete project performed in this manner 
also constitutes a first for Smith. 

Inspired by playwright August Wilson’s 
10-play Pittsburgh Cycle, Smith cites Duke 
Ellington as a musical influence. 


“Most important for me was Black, Brown 
and Beige from the Forties and ‘Reminiscing in 
Tempo,’ a revolutionary piece from the Thirties,” 
states Smith. “It wasn’t just a protest, but a 
vision of how to employ an orchestra that rhyth¬ 
mically references a theme. Also important is 
Anthony Davis’ [opera] The Life and Times 
of Malcolm X and the extended works 
of Anthony Braxton and Cecil Taylor.” 

Smith performs in his Golden 
Quartet configuration, with pianist 
Anthony Davis, bassist John Lindberg, 
and drummer Pheeroan Aklaff, in addi¬ 
tion to the chamber ensemble RedKoral 
Quartet and video artist Jesse Gilbert. 

“I write for these groups like I always have, 
where the added creative elements actually 
expand the psychological and emotional real¬ 
ity of the piece,” he explains. “By expansion, 
it offers a true concept of how the musi¬ 
cians’ kinetic energy connects together 
onstage with the audience and the perfor¬ 
mance space to create something unique.”

THE COMMON LAW

Statewide Ban on 
Driving and Texting 

Someone told me that it’s now illegal to text while 
driving. Is that true? 

Yes. The 85th Legislature was back to work in Austin 
earlier this year. And while it may have seemed that the 
legislators were fixated on figuring out the best bathroom 
for us all to use, they actually did manage to pass other 
bills into law. Some topics seem so narrowly focused that 
they leave you scratching your head. (Did they really spend 
time to pass bills that allow for hunting feral hogs from a 
hot air balloon or that let folks lawfully carry spears and 
machetes in public? Yes, they did.) Other new laws will 
have a more universal impact, including the new statewide 
ban on texting while driving. 

Starting on Sept. 1, 2017, every driver in Texas is 
banned from use of a wireless communication device 


while operating a motor vehicle. Drivers are not allowed to 
“read, write, or send an electronic message while operat¬ 
ing a motor vehicle, unless the vehicle is stopped.” Fines 
range from $25-$99 for the first offense, and it can only 
get more expensive. The state law does not replace lo¬ 
cal restrictions on cell phone use, meaning the initial fine 
could be greater. With the passage of this law, Texas joins 
47 other states to have statewide restrictions on phone 
use while driving. Previous local restrictions were in place 
in some cities, including Austin. 

Music and navigation systems are viewed as exemp¬ 
tions and still legal, but common sense suggests that 
drivers refrain from using these features while driving 
their vehicle. 

It will be interesting to see how this differentiation will 
manifest itself in practice. Drivers can text while sitting 
at a red light - but be sure your thumbs aren’t still busy 
when the light turns green. So before you head out to 
carpool to school or the next big game, remember to send 
the text before you put the car in drive.
